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JACOBS ADMITS PERJURY; 
WAS NEVERINC NFIELD’S 


Confesses to Gambler’s Lawyer; 
Seeking Money to Flee. 


IMPLORES JEROME IN TEARS 


Sleuth Now in Tombs—District Attorney 
Declares Case Against Bucklin 
Rests on Other Witnesses. 


Joseph Jacobs, the Western sleuth, ex- 
Deputy Sheriff, county detective, and ac- 
cuser of Richard Canfield, confessed yes- 


terday that he had lied when he said that 
he had been in Canfield’s and was promptly 
arrested, held in $2,000 bail on a charge of 
perjury, and committed to the Tombs in 
default of bail after he had made a fuller 
confession to Mr. Jerome. His first con- 
fession was made to Philip J. Britt and 
Gen. Benjamin F, Tracy, who are associat- 
ed counsel for Canfield and his alleged 
manager, David Bucklin. 

., According td the story told by Mr. Je- 
rome, it appears that Jacobs last Thursday 
went to Mr. Britt’s office, at 27 William 
Street, and declared he wanted to see Mr. 
Canfield because a horrible mistake had 
been made; he had lied when he said he 
had gambled in Canfield’s house with 
money furnished by the Citizens’ Union, 
and wished to retract all the evidence he 
guid given at the first hearing of the case, 
when he testified that he had played in 
Canfield’s. 

Mr. Britt says that he told Jacobs to come 
back next day, (Friday,) and that then he 
might be able to see Mr. Canfield. On 
Friday night Mr. Britt and Mr. Canfield 
met Jacobs by appointment, and he told 
Mr. Canfield he was stricken with remorse; 
his son had died recently, and he could not 
go before a jury and perjure himself. 

If he cold get enough money to leave the 
jurisdiction of the courts, preferably to 
some country from which he could not be 
extradited, he would only be too happy to 
go. The whole matter was reported to Mr. 
Jerome by Mr. Britt, with the result that 
Mr. Jerome met Mr. Britt and Gen. Tracy 
Monday night at dinner. It was arranged 
then that Jacobs should write out what he 
had to confess and swear to it. 

Jacobs went yesterday morning to ¥ 
office of the District Attorney, where ‘he 
had been employed since the Canfield raid 
as a detective and subpoena server, and on 
two of the letterheads of the office wrote 
out his confession, which he took to Mr. 
Britt’s office. He met both Mr. Britt and 
Gen. Tracy there, and handed his written 
confession to them. He then swore to the 
truth of it, affixed his signature, and left 
- the office. 

Directly outside he was met by Detective 
Sergeant Price, who put him under ar- 
rest. Price took Jacobs to the Criminal 
Courts Building, where he was held in the 
cage until Justice Wyatt of the Court of 
Special Sessions was ready to hear the case. 
Mr. Jerome personally conducted the pros- 
ecution. 

Jacobs's confesston in his own handwrit- 
ing was produced, and Jacobs admitted that 
he had written it, and that it was true. 
Bail was fixed at $2,000, and Detective 
Sergeant Price (ook Jacobs by the arm to 
lead him to the Tombs. Jacobs drew back, 
his face pale and drawn, and almost ghast- 
ly, as he began ,to appreciate the signifi- 
cance of the affair. 

“Judge Jerome,” 
speak to you for a minute? 

“No,” said the District Attorney, curtly. 

“Can't I speak to you, Judge Wyatt?” 
pleaded the sleuth, turning to the Justice. 

“No,” replied the Justice, compressing 
his lips. 

Jacobs turned again to the District At- 
torney, and with tears streaming from his 
eyes, begged that he be permitted to have 
his say. Mr. Jerome relented, and said: 

*“* Well, come up stairs to the office,\and 
We can talk it over.” 

There, with stenographers present, he told 
a more detailed story of how he had come 
to deceive the District Attorney. The key- 
note of the statement was that he had been 
overcome with remorse since the death of 
his son. He admitted, Mr. Jerome said, 
that he had asked Canfield to supply the 
funds so that he could escape the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts, but insisted he had not 
named any sum, and had not received a 
cent, 

Then weakening completely, he tried to 
convince Mr. Jerome that he had been lay- 
“ing a trap for Canfield to assist him in 
making the confession, and that in asking 
Canfield to assist him to leave the coun- 
try, he had been acting in good faith with 
the District Attorney’s office, and was 
surely trying to get Canfield deeper into 
the meshes of the law. 

“I was only trying to trap him,” he 
blubbered, “‘and hand him up to you just 
like a bouquet.” 

“Now, look here, Jacobs,” said the Dis- 
trict Attorney, “I’ve been dealing with 
criminals for the past sixteen years. I 
don’t want you to try to give me any such 
game as that.” 

He declared that County Detectite O'Neil, 
the ccrroborating witness of Lis pretended 
entry into Canfield’s, had told the truth. 
He said that O'Neil waited outside the 
house and saw him enter, as O’Neil had 
testified. Jacobs then reiterated that he 
had gone no further than the inner vesti- 
bule, but that he had waited therefor what 
he considered a sufficient length of time, 
and then came out to tell O’Neil that he 
had the necessary evidence. 

According to his original story, Jacobs 
said he had entered Canfield’s on the night 
of Nov., 25, and had played roulette, losing 
$50, while David Bucklin dealt out the 
chips. 

“I expect to obtain an indictment against 
Jacobs for perjury nct later than next Mon- 
day,” Mr. Jerome declared. ‘I was led to 
place confidence in Jacobs’s honesty be- 
cause he once returned $75 that had been 
allotted to him by the Citizen’s Union for 
expenses. He said that there had been 
some crookedness by certain persons in fix- 
ing that amount, and he didn’t want it.” 

The District Attcrney declared ‘that. Ja- 
eots’s perji.ry would not affect the prosecu- 


tion of Canfield and Bucklin, as he had 
other witnesses about whose probity there 


was no doubt.

MORGAN BUYS STOKES HOUSE.

Now Owns Madison Avenue Block Front 
—Mrs. Stokes Buys Archbold House. 


J. Pierpont Morgan has bought the Anson 
Phelps Stokes house, at the southeast cor- 
rer of Madison Avenue and Thirty-seventh 
Street, a four-story stone dwelling, on a 
plot 65.10 by 175 feet. The asking price 
tor the property has been $1,000,000. Mr. 
Morgan was represented in the transaction 
by William H. Wheelock of the office of 
Douglas Robinson, Charles S. Brown & Co. 

The purchase, so far as could be learned 
yesterday, has not been made with a view 
to making any immediate change in the 
property. About a year ago he bought the 
William Earl Dodge house. which separates 
the Stckes dwelling from his own residence, 
at the corner of Madison Avenue and Thir- 
ty-sixth Street, so that he now owns the 
entire blcgk front between Thirty-sixth and 
Thirty-seventh Streets. His holdings on 
Thirty-sixth Street, the greater part of 
which form the site of his new library and 
art gallery, extend to within 100 feet of the 
Park Avenue corner. 

Simultaneously with the report of the 
sale of Mrs. Stokes’s residence comes the 
announcement that she has_ bought, 
through Brokers Pease & Elliman, the 
house at the southwest corner of Madiscn 
Avenue and Thirty-seventh Street, owned 
by John D. Archbold of the Standard Oil 
Company. and directly opposite her former 
home. The Archbold house, too, was 
owned by Mrs. Stokes up to about fifteen 
years ago. She now buys it back, and will 
occupy it after extensive alterations have 


been made. 


FIRE ON ROCKEFELLER GUARDS. 


Strenuous Protests of Adirondatk Na- 
tives Against Game Preserves.

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Nov. 22.—If 
reports are correct, the position of guard 
on the vast forest preserves of William 
Rockefeller is not one to be much desired. 
Several of these guards have been fired at 
recently while patrolling their lonely beats 
in the dense forest, and one who had a 
bullet pass through his coat sleeve, nar- 
rowly missing his shoulder, has resigned, 
dedlaring the job too strenuous for him. 
As smokeless powder has been used in 
every case, all efforts to locate and capture 
these “‘snipers” have proved futile. 

Mr.’ Rockefeller, with his family, is stay- 
ing at his magnificent lodge, at Bay Pond. 
The Standard Oil capitalist owns some 53,- 
000 acres of fine forest land in this vi- 
cinity. He is bitterly opposed to what he 
terms “ poaching and vandalism” on his 
preserve. 

The natives here resent these terms and 
maintain that the wild deer cannot be 
bought with the land, nor can the fish, 
whieh have been placed at the expense of 
the State in the streams running through 
Mr. Rockefeller’s land. They have shot 
and fished on the land as far back as the 
oldest inhabitant can remember, and see 
no reason why the arrival of Mr. Rocke- 
feller among them should change their 
custom. Hence the placing of the guards, 
of whom there is a small army. 


TRYING TO SAVE BURTON. 


Counsel Submit Briefs to Supreme Court 


—To Hear Case Monday. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Briefs contain- 
ing the arguments of counsel for Senator 
Joseph R, Burton of Kansas were filed in 
the United States Supreme Court to-day. 
The court has advanced the case,for hear- 
ing next Monday. 

Senator Burton’s counsel contend that the 
judgment of the court»below should be re- 
versed. It is insisted that there was no 
evidence to establish the guilt of the de- 
fendawt, and that the court: erred in re- 
fusingeto direct a verdict of not guilty. 

The defendant, it is contended, during the 
time off his employment by the Rialto Com- 
pany did not even know that any inquiry 
was before the Post Office Department as 
to whether a fraud order should issue and 
never rendered any service having any ref- 
erence to the issuance of a fraud order. It 
is maintained that no services were per- 
formed by Burton before the Post Office 
Department for the month’s salary which 
was handed to him in cash in St. Louis on 
March 26, 1903.

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BY 6-DAY RACE ORDINANCE 


You May Bowl, Golf, or Play Soli- 
taire Only Three Hours a Day. 


WILL. THE MAYOR SIGN IT? 


Aldermanic Blunderbuss Aimed at Six- 
Day Bicycle Race Threatens 
Everything in Sight. 


‘After a_ lively discussion lasting more 
than an hour the Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday passed the Dowling “ anti-six-day- 
bicycle-race’’ ordinance by a vote of 44 
to 9, one Alderman being excused from 
voting. This is the ordinance which pro- 
hibits any contestant in a contest of ‘‘speed, 
skill, or endurance,” from remaining in 
the contest for more than three hours out 
of any twenty-four, and if Mayor McClel- 
lan gives the measure his approval it will 
not only prevent the holding of the com- 
ing contest at the Garden under anything 


like the usual conditions governing such 
contests in the p@st, but will also require 


that all games or competitions shall be | 


subject to the same time limit. 

The matter came before the Board yes- 
terday on the favorable report of the Com- 
mittee on Highways, Streets, and Sewers, 
which had the measure under consideration. 
Alderman Dowling, the introducer of the 
proposed ordinance, is the Chairman. of 
that committee. When the report came 
before the board it was opposed by Alder- 
man Goodman, the Republican leader, who 
declared that from his information foot- 
ball was the most brutal of sports and that 
nothing in the Dowling resolution seemed 
to affect that sport. He opposed the pas- 
sage of the Dowling resolution on the 
ground that the managers of the coming 
six-day contest had made all of their ar- 
rangements as in previous years, expend- 
ing a considerable sum of money, and that 
it did not seem right to stop them at the 
eleventh hour. 

Alderman Downing of Brooklyn said the 
resolution ought to go through, as it was in 
keeping with Police Commissioner McAdoo's 
policy of “ keeping the lid down.” By a 
vote of 36 to 10 immediate consideration of 
the report was ordered. Then Alderman 
Gocdman declared that the resolution ought 
not to be passed without giving the man- 
agers of the coming six-day contest an op- 
portunity to be heard. Alderman Davies 
also opposed its passage, declaring that if 
the six-day races really were brutal, the 
Board of Health would have stopped them. 

“It looks queer,’ he declared, “ that 
under a Tammany administration an at- 
tempt should be made to enforce a blue 
law. As a Republican I protest against the 
passage of this resolution as an unwar- 
ranted interference with individual rights.” 

Alderman Downing declared that the ex- 
hibitions ‘were brutal and that they wer 
run by Chicago men who he declar‘d ha 
no interest in this city’s welfare. He de- 
nounced the six-day races as demoralizing 
and disgusting and said the board was 
neglecting its duty by allowing them to 
continue. 

“TI have seen men at, these races,”’ he de- 
clared, “‘ going around ‘doped’ until they 
literally fell off their wheels.’’ 

Alderman Wentz said he knew the races 
were brutal because he had a son who 
caught cold at one of them and died as a 
result. Alderman Dowling, the introducer, 
then said he had intended to drop the word 
“skill” from an enumeratioh of the ta- 
booed contests in the measure, but had for- 
gotten to do so. No amendments were 
made, however. Aldermen Doull and Jones 
also supported the measure, and it then 
Was passed. 

Section I. of the ordinance provides as 
follows: 

“* Hereafter, in any bicycle race or other contest 
of speed, skill, or endurance held within the 
limits of the City of New York, wherein one or 
more persons shall be contestant or contestants, 
it shall be unlawful for any contestant to con- 
tinue in any such race or contest for a longer 
time than three hours during any tewnty-four 
hours. Further, no such race or other contest 
shall be held except between the hours of 7 
o'clock A. M. and 11 o’clock P. M.” 

The other sections of the ordinance pro- 
vide that the Health Commissioner shall 
assign Inspectors to various contests to see 
that all statutes bearing on the use of 
drugs are properly enforced, the reports of 
the Inspectors to be filed with the Health 
Department. The Police Commissioner also 
is required to assign officials to time the 
contestants and to see that the ordinance 
is observed, and the promoter of any con- 
test in which the law is violated is made 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to $100 
fine for each offense. Imprisonment for 
not more than thirty days is the alterna- 
tive for non-payment of the fine. The pro- 
prietor, occupant, or lessee of any building 
in which a contest is held in violation of 
the law is subject to the same penalties. 


Alderman Dowling’s failure to omit the 
word “skill”’ from-the first sef¢tion, as he 
stated yesterday he had intended doing, 
makes the proposed ordinance as sweeping 
fm _its nature as is possible. The clause 
““any contest of speed, skill, or endurance "’ 
necessarily includes practically every form 
of competition both indoors and outdoors 
which may last over three hours. Not only 
bicycle, motor cycle, and automobile races, 
baseball, football, cricket, and golf games, 
but even such pastimes as cards, billiards, 
and bowling, all will have to be concluded 
within the time limit of three hours, in case 
the measure becomes a law, or render the 
prtmoters Jiable to the penalties prescribed 
by the act. The boarding house parlor 
game of “old maid,”’ which begins at 8 
o'clock, will have to be brought to an 
abrupt finish by 11, and all-night poker 


games, for even the most valueless of mark- 
ers, will be wholly under the ban. 

Prominent locai sporting officials, when 
informed of the passage of the ordinance 
by the Board of Aldermen yesterday, were 
not inclined to consider it seriously, taking 
the ground that on account of the sweeping 
nature of its provisions, the large number 
of sporting interests affected and the lack 
of necessity or apparent excuse for the 
measure its -veto by Mayor McClellan 
is a certainty. In case, however, it should 
be approved, the belief was general that its 
invasion of personal liberty would be too 
great to admit of its enforcement. General 
doubt of the right of the Aldermen to enact 
any such measure was also expressed. 

P. T. Powers, the manager of the coming 
six-day bicycle race in Madison Square 
Garden, made no attempt to prevent the 
passage or the ordinance, and did not ap- 
pear at the hearing held on Monday. itis 
attitude of apparent indifference in the 
matter is said to be due to the fact that 
he considers that the law enacted by the 
Legislature a few years ago, forbidding any 
competitor from taking part in an athlete 
contest for more than twelve hours in 
twenty-four, allows a participation up to 
that limit, in the same manner that a law 
restricting the speed of vehicles to any 
certain limit is always held to allow ‘any 
speed within that limit, and that in conse- 
quence of this legislative enactment any 
adverse action by the local Board of Alder- 
men is void. his opinion was also ex-

At 6:24 ciblock this morning express trains 
will begin running on the east side as well 
as on the west side lines, alternating with 
the locals.

The east side tunnel, when complete, will 
go up to Brook Avenue and One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth Street. There it meets 
an elevated viaduct, which extends to One 
Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street and 
the Southern Boulevard, after traversing 
Westchester Avenue to the Boulevard. The 
Harlem River section is several months 
away from completion. The viaduct exten- 
sion is finished. 

It was announced at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Rapid Transit Commission that this 
extension, which goes to Bronx Park, 
would be operated as a’ part of the east 
side elevated railroad system beginning at 
12:01 A. M. on Saturday, This connection 
is through private property. Some of the 
trains of both the Second and Third Ave- 
nue lines will be run over it. 


$3,750,000 GIFT BY CARNEGIE ?

How many millions Whitaker Wright 
squandered on Lea Park was probably 
never known even to himself. It was “his 
hobby during his years of opulence, and is 
regarded as one of the most magnificent 
modern Houses fn the world.” 

A description of it reads like a fairy tale. 
The ordinary ways of spending money were 
not enough:for Wright, and he had immense 
rooms constructed underground, large hills 
leveled to improve views, lakes made, and 
cyelopean terraces built. The estate com- 
prises 2,000 acres, It is situated about thirty 
miles from London, and Wright’s week-end 
house parties were attended by Cabinet 
Ministers, Peers, Ambassadors, and emi- 
nent men in all walks of life. 

The house has many suites of reception 
rooms, a splendid palm garden, and a ball- 
room capable of accommodating several 
hundred persons. At one end of this room 
is a stage; at the other a great organ. At 
the top of the house is an observatory con- 
taining one of the largest telescopes in 


England. ri 
The gardens cost even more money than 


the house, and are adorned with statues, 
pagodas, Summer hauses, and every device 
of the landscape gardener’s art.

Italian Taken in a Fight Believed to 
be Black Hand Leader. 


IDENTIFIED BY THE VICTIM 


Her Husband Made Part Payments to 
Midnight Callers and Then 
Told the Police. 


Capt. Burfeind of the Westchester Police 
Station with two of his detectives descend- 
ed last night upon what the police believe 
to be the lair of the “ Black Hand” in the 
Bronx, and after a fusillade, in which bul- 


lets were flying fast and stilettos were 
flashed, captured Antonio Lappella, a Sicil- 
jan, believed to be the chief of a gang 
which has made a geod living for months 
by blackmailing Italians in the upper part 
of the city. 

Lappella, overpowered after a furious 
fight at 2,365 Hoffman Street, West Farms, 
was taken to the Westchester Police Sta- 
tion and locked up on a charge of ab- 
duction. The complainant against Lap- 
pella is Antonio Barroncini, a well-to-do 
Italian contractor, who lives at 81 Van 
Buren Street, Van Nest. 

One evening about seven weeks ago 
Barroncini returned to his home to find his 
wife gone and the house deserted. When 
night came and she did not return he went 
to the police and asked them to find her. 
A general alarm was sent out, but no trace 
of her was found. Barroncini, distracted 
with grief, kept up his search for six days 
without success and then gave her up for 
dead. 

Then one night at midnight there came a 
cautious knock at his door. The contractor 
got out of bed. At the door he found’ two 
men, who addressed him in his own lan- 
guage and told him they had news of his 
missing wife. 

“We got your wife,”’ Barroncini says one 
of the men then told him. ‘It will cost 
you $200 to get her back. It is cheap.”

With drawn stiletto, he walked behind 
the two other Italians, who half dragged 
the woman to a waiting carriage. She 
was driven to the West Farms house and 
kept there until she was restored to her 
home.

The contractor told the police that the 
men had called at his house and demanded 
money On several occasions since then, but 
had not always gotten it. When Capt. 
Burfeind asked him why he had not come 
to the police at once, he told him that his 
every footstep night and day had been 
dogged by “ banditti’’; that on two occa- 
sions he had been on his way to the police 
station, but that when he had been within 
a block of it the men had headed him off, 
and told him that he would surely die if he 
did not turn and go home. 

Yesterday afternoon, Barroncini told 
Capt, Burfeind, Lapella and another man 
came to his house and demanded that he 
pay up the balance at once, or his life 
would be forfeited. Then, he said, in the 
courage of dispair he at last went to the 
police. i 

Capt. Burfeind armed himself, and took 
two of his detectives, Dillon and Rappolt, 
along shortly after 9 o’clock, and went to 
the address. It is a large three-story frame 
tenement, situated in the rear of a grocery 
store which is kept by an Italian. They 
forced a window on the ground floor and 
made their way to a room up stairs, which 
they entered. 

There was a pitcher of wine on the table, 
and half a dozen Italians about it were 
making merry... In a corner one member 
of the band was twanging a mandolin. The 
detective had scarcely opened the door be- 
fore Lappella, who seemed to be the centre 
of the group, dropped his glass and yelled. 

Suddenly Italians came flocking into the 
room from two Goors leading into it.f The 
stairways were alive with them. Capt. 
Burfeind and the two detectives in the 
meantime had rushed into the room and 
seized Lappella, whom they singled out be- 
eause of his stature—he is 6 feet 2 inches 
in height. 

Detective Dillon drew his pistol. The 
next moment revolvers or stilettos appeared 
in the hands of nearly every Italian in the 
place. Half a dozen shots were fired. De- 
tective Dillon got a bullet hole in the 
crown of his hat as a memento of the raid. 
Rappolt had his right coat sleeve perfor- 
ated by a bullet. More than a score of 
shots were fired and the whole neighbor- 
hood was aroused. 

It looked dark for the detectives, when 
half a dozen uniformed men, attracted by 
the fusillade, came to the house. The ap- 
pearance of brass buttons in the door of 
the room seemed to have a magic effect 
on the Italians. They scrambled out of

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The President 
has been advised to give the Treasury port- 
folio In his second Administration to Paul 
Morton of Illinois, now Secretary of the 
Navy, and it is understood that the idea 
has impressed him favorably. In fact, 
is currently reported to-night that Mr. Mor- 
ton's transfer to the Treasury Department j 
has been determined upon. 

Mr. Morton intended to go back to rail- 
roading at the 4nd of Mr. Roosevelt's first 
term and was known to be strongly desir- 
ous of following that course up to a recent 
period. He has, however, been prevailed 
upon to stay in the Cabinet, and now comes 
the proposition to give him a more con- 
genial post. 

That Mr. Shaw will not be in President 
Roosevelt's second Cabinet is generally re- 
garded as certain. 


NEW PLANET DISCOVERED. 





German Astronomer Finds One’ of the 
Thirteenth Magnitude. 


HEIDELBERG, Nov. 22.—The Director of 
the observatory on Koenigstuhl Mountain 
has discovered a new planet of the thir- 
teenth magnitude by means of a celestial 
photograph. 


The number of minor planets, sometimes 
known as asteroids, discovered up to the 
end of 1900, was 463. In 1901, by means of 
photography, 36 were added, and in 1902 
43 more, while a considerable number was 
found in the last two years. 

The diameters of these planets are 
general only a few miles, those of the four 
largest being about~470, 300, 240, and 120 
miles respectively, while that of Eros is 
about fifteen miles. By the magnitude of a 
star or planet is meant the degree of its } 
brightness. No star or planet of less than 
the sixth magnitude is visible to the ma jee! 
eye.

THEN UP GO A LOT MORE 


Decision to Restrict Them Followed 
by Rush Work at Night. 


TRANSIT BOARD UNANIMOUS 


No Advertionnidits on Side Walls Be- 
low Frieze—Company Intends to 
Fight, It Is Said. 


No sooner had the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion met yesterday afternoon than Pres!- 
dent Alexander E. Orr requested all out- 
siders to leave‘the room, saying that the 
board had decided to discuss the Subway 
station advertising in ‘‘ executive session.” 
Having shut themselves up for nearly an 
hour, the Commissioners announced that 
they were ready to act publicly. 

A gathering of perhaps a hundred per- 
sons, who had stood in the hallway, re- 
urned to the chamber, and President Orr 
aid: 

“ The 
Grout’s resolution.” 

Secretary Bion L. Burrows read the fol-

lowing: 

“ Resoived, That it is the opinion of this 
board that in pursuance of its powers under 
the law and contract, it should direct that 
no advertisements be displayed along the 
side walls and station platforms fronting 
the tracks and below the frieze of such 
side walls, and that no signs be affixed in 
any part of the stations or platforms except 
in a manner this day reported to the board 
and recommended by the Chief Engineer, 
and that no signs be affixed at any time 
unless the certificate of the Chief Engineer 
be first obtained that the directions of this 
board’ have been complied with. 

“Resolved, further, That the Chief En- 
gineer be directed to report to the board at 
its next meeting definite rules, regulations, 
and diagrams to carry out the terms of 
this resolution.” 

Mr. Burrows called the roll. All voted 
affirmatively, including President Fornes of 
the Board of Aldermen, representing Mayor 
McClellan. Then the Secretary read an- 
other resolution offered by Controller Grout, 


j 
, that the board thought all slot machines 


should be removed, because they interfered 
with the efficient operation of the railroad 
and with the convenience of passengers. 
This, too, was passed unanimously, 

The members of the board, when asked 
what had happened_in the secret session, 
maintained a Sphinxlike silence. Even Con- 


troller Grout, father of the protest at last 
week's meeting, said only this: ‘‘ The right 
will prevail. This is not a final action. It's 
only a resolution.’”’ It was learned, however, 
that the secret discussion had not been so 
amicable as the unanimous vote indicated, 
and that the Controller had to fight again 
for his point. 

Although President Orr still talked of 
the Interborough Company’s rights, and 
was backed to some extent by Commis- 
sioners Jesup and Claflin, it soon became 
evident that most of the Commissioners 
were convinced that they should do some- 
thing to stop the spread of advertisements 
in the tunnel stations, Seeing that the 
majority favored restricting the company 
in its advertising privileges, the minority 
finally agrecd to the resolution as adopted. 

The question of how much force the reso- 
lution was to have was not answered by 
anybody. E. P. Bryan, Vice President of 


| the Interborough Company, after reading 


the resolution, said: 

‘“We have some rights. Messrs. Ward 
& Gow, the advertising contractors, also 
have some trights.. I don’t know exactly 
what stand we'll take. We'll have a con- 
ference.” 

It was learned from a, good authority 
that the Interborough Company intended to 
fight to a finish for what it considered to 
be its just rights under the contract. 

The exact terms of the report referred 
to in the resolutions were not made public, 
Mr. Parsons consented after the meeting 
to give this much explanation. 

“It’s the purpose to restrict the side- 
wall advertising to the space above the 
frieze at the top of the tiling.” 

‘“‘Ig there such a space at all stations?” 

‘“No. Some of theme haven't it at all.” 

“The advertisements we shall favor,’ he 
continued, ‘‘ will be like that one, some- 
what,” pointing to a framed placard which 
had been on display throughout the meet- 
ing. 

This framed sign was taken in by Mr. 
Parsons as a tentative model. The frame 
was of copper, handsome and heavily fin- 
ished. The back was of zinc. The Chief 
Engineer pointed out that the copper 
frames were in accord with the decorations 
of the station walls, and that the model 
was not a flimsy contrivance, like the tin 
frames now in use. 

Within an hour after the commission had 
adjourned gangs of men were sent out to 
affix permanently to the station walls as 
many of the advertising placards as they 
could before they were stopped by injunc- 
tion or in some other way. 

The frames holding posters were held 
against the wall and at six points holes 
were made between the tiles with a steel 
instrument driven by a hammer. As a 
result the tiles were chipped and broken. 
When the holes were as deep as the sign 
affixer thought proper he whittled a plug 
of pine wood to a blunt point, drove it in; 
and sawed it off flush with the wall sur- 
face. Into this wooden ‘plug he drove.a 
galvanized iron hook. When six of these 
had@ been inserted the poster was deemed

NO TEN-CENT SUBWAY FARE. 


Report as to Charge for Brooklynites 
Is Pronounced Absurd. 


A réport that the Intéerborough Rapid 
Transit Company planned to charge a ten- 
cent fare between Brooklyn and New York 
after the completion of the Brooklyn exten- 
sion tunnel created something of a stir at 
thé Rapid Transit Commission yesterday 
afternoon. The Commissioners were plied 
with questions on the subject. Most of 
them simply said, ‘“‘Absurd!"’ George L. 
Rives, counsel for the board, poirited out a 
paragraph, in Subway Contract No. 2, ex- 
plicitly providing that the company must 
carry @ passenger without change of cars 
from any point on its Brooklyn line to any 
point on the Manhattan-Bronx Subway, and 
vice versa. 

“It’s perfectly plain,” he said, “and the 
report has no foundation in fact.” 

Besides this explicit clause there is an 
addendum bearing on the subject in the 
contract. This addition, it was explained, 
probably had given rise to the report. It 
reads as follows: 

List A. Connecting lines over which the con- 
tractor will assure to carry any passenger @a 
continuous trip for a single fare not exceeding 
5 cents without a change of cars—the lines op- 
erated by the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
ay in the Bouorghs of Manhattan and the 

ronx as now authorized. Excepting in the case 
where the contractor shall have entered into an 
agreement with a connecting line to carry a 
passengér for less than § cents, the Inter- 
borough Company will not agree in such case 
to carry such passenger beyond Fifty-ninth 
Street for the less fare. 

The provision about agreements with 
connecting lines was a result of the bid- 
ding by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany against the Belmont syndicate. The 
latter secured the contract. After their 
oppcenents had argued that they could give 
transfers to Erooklyn surface lines, the 
Belmont interests professed their willing- 
ness to make transfer agreements, Dut it 
was made plain that when they did so they 
were not to be forced to carry a transferred 
passenger al! through their system. No one 
raised any objection to this exception, as it 
was stenenet as manifestly unfair to make 
the Interborough Company carry 2 pas- 
senger such a long distance when they were 
receiving only a part cf that passenger's 
five-cent fare, the other part going to the 
connecting line from which the transfer 
had been obtained. 


TWO BLOCKS IN SUBWAY. 


Too Much Power in One Case—Not Any 
in the Other. 


There were four blocks in the Subway 
yesterday. The blowing out of all of the 
fuses on a south-bound express at 7:30 
o’cléck in the morning at Seventy-second 
Street put a brake upon that branch of the 
service for about half an hour. The acci- 
dent, General Manager Hedley said, was 
due to the high tension. 

The other accident was something of a 
joke, except to those whom it stalled in 
the Subway. A lineman at Worth Street 
accidentally pulled the handle of an alarm 
box, ahd all the power from the bridge to 
Nineteenth Street was shut off quicker 
than one could say ‘“ Jack Robinson.” It 
took twenty minutes for the power station 
men to learn that it wasn’t a sure-enough 
alarm and to turn the power on again. 


DISCUSS McADOO TUNNEL. 


Arguments For and Against Subway 
Up Sixth Avenue. 


At the invitation of the Rapid Transit 
Comtnission’s Gommittee on Plans, com- 
posed of Messrs. Orr, Grout, Smith, Lang- 
don, and Claflin, the leading officials of 
the New York City Railway Company ap- 
peared before the committee yesterday aft- 
ernoon to argue against the granting of a 
Sixth Avenue tunnel franchise to the New 
York and Jersey Raliroad Company, which 
is building the tubes under the North 
River. 

William G. McAdoo, President of the tun- 
nél company, explained that he wanted to 
uphold an application made by him on 
March 2, The present franchise of his 
company makes its tunnel end at Christo- 
pher and West Tenth Streets, after enter- 
ing Manhattan at Morton Street, and then 
running northward under Morton and 
Greenwich Streets. The company wishes 
te eoritinue the line across to Sixth Avenue 
and up to Herald Square. 

Paul D. Cravath and Herbert H. Vree- 
land, Genefal Counsel and President, re- 
spectively, of the surface railroad syndi- 
cate, spoke against the extension. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo was supported by several business 
men of the retail district, including Isaac 
Stern, Isid@or Straus, Andrew Saks, and 


Frank R. Chambers. 

“We are opposed to this Sixth Avenue 
plan,” said Mr, Cravath, “ because it will 
involve turning ever to the New York and 
Jersey Raliroad Company a large part of 
the business now done—and well done, we 
thiik—by the surface lines.” 

He estimated that the number of passen- 
gers ¢arried annually by such a tunnel 
would be 40,000,000, an@ half of these would 
be lost to surface cars. He argued that 
existing and new elevated, subway, and 
surface lines would be able to accommo- 
date all the 40,000,000, and it would not be 
fair to give to this new corporation profits 
that ought to be enjoyed by those men 
with money ‘nvested in bona fide New 
York City transportation concerns. 

A more serious objection, continued Mr. 

Cravath, would be that such a tunnel 
would interfefe with the ultimate complete 
rapid transit system that had been the 
goal of the commission. He said that the 
New York City Railway Company expected 
to be the successful bidder for the building 
of this system, but in any case the oper- 
ators of the future tunnels would need all 
the fares they could get. Therefore the 
commission ought not to give this chance 
for big profits to the New Jersey corpora- 
ion. 
‘ ‘Another objection, he said, was that the 
Sixth Avenue eens te aes distribute 
asséengers roperly. x venue was 
foo busy alteady. The tunnel would sim- 
ply Gump into it thousands of persons who 
eould not get te their destinations. He 
declared that the street railway company’s 
plan for a belt subway was the proper solu- 
tioh of the problem. Fe 

“This Sixth Avenue scheme,” remarked 
Controller Grout, “involves the granting 
of a perpétual franchise to people coming 
fromm outside our city.’ 

Mr. McAdoo had explained that he want- 
ed a perpetual grant, subject to reappraise- 
ment of rental every twenty-five years, 

“My answer to the Controller, said 
Cotamissioner Smith, “is that when we 
bring people from New Jersey or any- 
where else and benefit them through en- 
abling them to trade here we are helping 
the commerce and business of the city. 

Mr. Cravath agreed to this, but argued 
that building a subway one and a half miles 
long under Sixth Avenue would interfere 
with the construction of future under, und 
lines. This was met by Mr. McAdoo's dec- 
laration that he was ready to build his line 
fore” feet below the street, so as.not to get 
in the way of any possible future line. r. 
Cravath then said that his company, ‘in 

roposing to bid for subways, had confinit- 
ee itself to a five-cent fare and free trans- 
fers on its surface lines, and that the Sixth 
Avenue plan would be of little use even to 
Jerseyités, charging them 8 cents, but 
bringing them to a dGistrict where but a 
email proportion of them wished to be 


ded. 

Isidot Straus, referring to Mr. Cravath, 
said: 
“Tt is natural that the people who have 
& monopoly on our streets should want to 
a that monopoly.”

SICILIAN PRINCE FREED. 


Liner Pulled from Sandy Bed and Makes 
Port Safely. 


Triumphantly sounding her syren, with 
her attendant tugs whistling to their limit 
and all the crews cheering, the Prince liner 
Sicilian Prince, which went on Long Beach 
in the fog Sunday morning, slid out of the 
sand at 6:25 o’clock last evening and fin- 
ished her interrupted voyage. She passed 
in at Sandy Hook at 9 o’clock and an- 
chored at Quarantine at 11:45. 

Up to noon yesterday the chances seemed 
rather more than even that the ship would 
leave her bones where she struck. Her 
passengers had all been safely landed, but 
she had listed heavily, and her cargo, con- 
sisting largely of oranges and wines from 
Italy, with the coal remaining in her 
bunkers, seemed to be pressing her deeper 
and deeper in the yielding sands. But the 
wreckers worked hard during the day. 
Nearly everything movable was out of her, 
and when the tide began to rise in the 
afternoon there was little in her that her 
builders and riggers had not ptit there. 

The south wind held steady, and the first 
promise came at dead low tide, whén the 
water was several inches deeper than at 
any time since the vessel struck. Two 
kedge anchors were dropped into deep wa- 
ter far astern, and at these her steam 
winches strained. Wind, tide, and sea rose 
steadily, and all the tugs began to pull. 
The surges flung their dead weight against 
her, and at last she began to roll. Every 
time she churned her sandy bed she slipped 


little by little from its clutch until sud- 
denly she broke free and slid out into ae | 
water so fast that the tugs which ha 
served her so well had to dart at full speed 
out of her way to escape being run down. 

A portion of the Sicilian Prince’s cargo 
was brought to port yesterday by the barge 
John W. Chittenden. Buoys were placed 
to mark where the vessel struck, so that 
her anchors and heavy dunnage may be 
recovered at leisure, 


AUTO MURDER BALKS POLICE. 


They Think the Man They Seek Is Hid- 
dén Near Joliet.

JOLIET, Ill., Nov. 22.—After another day 
spent running down clues to the murder of 
John W. Bate, Jr., the chauffeur who 
was found dead in an automobile with two6 
bullet wounds in his head at Lemont Fri- 
day night, the police think that “‘ William 
Dove,” in whose name the automobile was 
engaged, is, if still alive, hidden not far 
from this place. 

This conclusion is forced upon the Chi- 
cago detectives who have spent the day 
tracing his movements from the time hé 
left Chicago in the automobile with Bate 
until he went out at the back door at 
George Hauser’s boarding house here at 6 
o‘clock on Sunday night. So strong has the 
theory grown that Dove did not get very 
far away from Joliet that the police have 
set fifty boys and men to beating the 
country along the river and the old Illinois 
and Michigan Canal to search the brush 
and drag the ponds and river. 

Several Rock Island section hands saw a 
man answering Dove's description along 
the track about four miles west of Joliet 
Saturday down by the spring, and as the 
railroad men drew near the¥ saw that he 
was bathing. One of the section men said: 
“Our presence seemed to frighten him, and 
he hastily closed the suit case and started 
west along the track.” 

Between the mattresses in the room oc- 
cupied by the man at HauSer’s house was 
found a bottle of benzine. This, it is 
thought, he used to get the bloodstains off 


his clothes. 
STEAMER’S WRECKAGE CAST UP 


Strews North Shore of Prince Edward 
island—Missing Vessels. 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E. L, Nov. 22.— 
Wreckage of a vessel supposed to be a 
steamer is strewn along the north shore 
of Prince Edward Island, near the en- 
trance to New London Harbor. The wreck- 
age consists of pieces of boats, oars, thirty 
life-preservers, part of a cabin, weather 
glass, compass, and heavy timber coated 
with tar. 

There is nothing in the wreckage to iden- 
tify the vessel from which it came, but it 
is thought to be from the missing Norwe- 
gian steamer Donald, as that vessel recent- 
ly carried two cargoes of pitch from Syd- 
ney to Perth Amboy, N. J. 

*. Donald carried a crew of fifteen. She 
was an iron screw steamer of 408 tons net 
burden. She was schooner rigged, 211 feet 
long, 26 feet wide, and with a draught of 
16 feet. She was built in Liverpool in 1874, 
and hailed from Bergen, Norway. 

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Nov. 22.—The steamer 
Stord, coal laden, from Sydney, C. B., for 
St. John’s, with a crew of fourteen men, 
is seven days out, whereas the passage 
ustially occupies oaly forty-eight hours. It 
is believed that she foundered in the severe 
gale of Saturday and Sunday. It is feared 
that the schooner Orpheus, fish laden, from 
Labrador for St. John’s, with a crew of ten 
men, has met the sameé fate. . 


SOCIALISTIC MOTION LOST. 


Labor Federation Votes Down Proposi- 
tlon to Abolish Militia. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to-day over- 
whelmingly defeated a resolution coming 
from the Socialistic element, introducéd by 
Delegate Victor Berger of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, recommending 
that the convention vote for a measure 
calling for the abolition of the militia as 
it now exists. 

The resolution called for the substitution 
of the system now in vogue in Switzerland, 


where every man beafs an arm, but each 
individual is permitted to keep the weapon 
in his own home. The resolution was de- 
feated after an hour’s debate. 
A measure, likewise introduced by the 
Socialists, calling fot the pensioning of all 
workers after they had reached the age of 
sixty, also was defeated by a large vote.

ZEMSTVOS MODIFY = 
MEMORIAL TO CZAR 


Express Hope That He Will Call 
Nation’s Delegates in Council. 


SOME SEPARATE RESOLUTIONS 


Editors Take Steps to Co-operate in the 
Movement—Zemstvos Control Dis- 
turbing Elements. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 22.—The text of 
the zemstvo memorial as finally adopted 
differs in a few points from the version 
given on Nov. 19. 

The fifth article as amended reads: “In 
order to exclude the possibility of admin- 
istrative arbitrariness and steadily give 
vital effect to the principle of the inviola- 
bility of person and private domicile, no 
one must be subjected to punishment or 
restriction of his rights without a decision 
of independent law authorities. To attain 
this end it is éssential that measures be 
introduced for establishing the civil and 
crimingl responsibility of office holders for 
violation of the laws, as a guarantee of 
the practical realization of the essentials 
of legality in government.” 

A fresh section is inserted providing that 
“the personal (civil and political) rights of 
all citizens in the Russian Empire must be 
equal.”’ 

An important and explicit definition is 
given as to the extent to which the “‘ spe- 
cially elected body” shall control legisla- 
tion. This body is “ to give effect to legis- 
lation, to draw up the budget of revenué 
and expenditure, and to control the legality 
of the acts of the administration.” 

The final article is as follows: 

“In view of the importance and diffi- 
culty of the internal and external situa- 
tion through which Russia is passing, this 
informal conference expresses the hope 
that the sovereign power will summon 
freely elected representatives of the na- 
tion in order with their co-operation to 
obtain for the fatherland an evolution of 
the State tn the direction of establishing 
a new basis of law for mutual co-operation 
between the imperial authority and the 
people.”’ 

With the removal, effected at the last 
moment, of the idea that the memorial 
represented opposition to imperial au- 
thority, every vestige of dissent vanished. 

Thirty-one of the thirty-two Presidents 
of the Provincial Executive Committees 
have now indorsed the zemstvo memorial, 
President Markhoff of the St. Petersburg 
committee having sent in his adhesion with 
an explanatory letter saying that he was. 
prevented by illness from attending the 
meeting when his colleagues signed the 
memorial. The President of the Kehrson 
Committee, Count Stenbokfermor, is now 
the only abstaining President, with the ex- 
ception of the Presidents of the Perm and 
Olonet Committees, who were able to at- 
tend. B 

The meeting to-day also discussed and 
passed resolutions, which will be submitted 
separately to Emperor Nicholas through 
Minister Svidtopolk-Mirsky, praying for the 
abolition of the state of siege existing: in 
many cities of Russia; for amnesty to all 
prisoners punished by. administrative proc- 
ess or without trial by ordinary process of 
law; for more favorable treatment of the 
question of primar schools, the necessity 
for which has hitherto not been. recog- 
nized or admitted by the authorities, who, 
it is claimed, do everything to chéck and 
impede primary education, and for a more 
humane method of enforcing partial mo- 
bilization. It is pointed out that if the 
military authorities would consult with 
the Minister of the Interior and the 
zemstvos much unnecessary harshness and 
resulting disturbance would be avoided. 

The questions of the relief of the fami- 
lies of reservists and Red Cross work will 
be disposed of to-morrow, when the con- 
ference will disperse. 

The idea of submitting the programme 
to the district zemstvos was abandoned, as 
all of them are subject to the control of 
the marshals of the nobility, many of 
whom are not in sympathy with liberal- 
ism, and a check might be risked, as some 
future Minister of the Interior might be 
able to present opposition in many of the 
district zemstvos as proof that the people 
are not in harmony with the spirit of the 
mémorial. Consequently it was decided 
that each member of the assembly act ac- 


cording to his judgment as to the method 
for spreading the agitation. 

To-night the editors of the principal Rus- 
sian papers met the Presidents of the 
zemstvos, to arrange a plan for co-opera- 
tion in their work. A communication was 
received from the revolutionary organiza- 
tion, promising to suspend activity pend- 
ing the Government's action on the me- 
morial. 

Big student demonstrations which were 
planned for this week have been postponed, 
on the urgent advice of the zemstvo Pres- 
idents, who are anxious not to embarrass 
Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky.

PERIL IN COTTON MONOPOLY. 


M. Meline Says If We Retain It the Eu- 
ropean Industry Will Cease.

PARIS, Nov. 22.—Ex-Premier Méline, 
in an article published to-day, makes.an 
interesting contribution to the problem 
of the emancipation of European indus- 
try from the American cotton monopoly. 

M. Méline argues that the cultivation 
of cotton in the French and English colo- 
nies is the sole means of averting a repe- 
tition of the recent threat of a cotton 
fumine and of meeting the approaching 
peril arising from the steadily increas- 
ing absorption of the cotton supply by 
the growing industry in the United 
States. 

If America be allowed to retain her 
present monopoly of the raw material M. 
Méline does not see how she can be pre- 
vented from one day exporting it all in 
the form of manufactured articles. On 
that day, he says, the European cotton 
industry would cease to exist. 

M. Méline declares that it is indispen- 
sable to lose no time if the peril is to be 
avoided. He strongly urges his coun- 
trymen to follow the English example, 
characterizing the liberal support given 
by Matichester to the British Cotton 
Growing Association as evidence of the 
traditional energy and broad-mindedness 
of the English man of business.

It was stated at the depart- 
ment that Mr. Ellis’s explanations were of 
a satisfactory nature and that no blame is 
attached to him in connection with the 
tragic episode which occurred on his trip 
from New York to France in June last.” 


TREATY WITH GERMANY SIGNED, 


Arbitration Pact Finally Concluded at 
Washington.

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SKELETON IN COURT 
IN THE YOUNG CASE 


Doctor Shows Course of Bullet 
That Killed Bookmaker. 


CHORUS GIRL IS AFFECTED 


Spectators Shudder at Exhibit—Cabman 
Tells of Nan Patterson’s Ride 
Down Town with Young. 


The prosecution in the Nan Patterson 
ease brought into court yesterday after- 
noon the skeleton by which it is expected 
to prove that the wound which caused the 
death of Caesar Young could not have been 
self-inflicted. It was tagged ‘“ Exhibit 
27” and placed directly beside the witness 
box, facing the defendant and her father. 

Corner’s Physician O’Hanlon was under 
examination, when Assistant District At- 
torney Rand whispered some directions to 
the court officers, who sent a deputy to an 
ante-room. The deputy -returned alniost 
immediately, bearing the skeleton, which 
lacked skull and legs, but which neverthe- 
less sent a shudder through the crowded 
courtroom. 

The chorus girl who is on trial for her 
life was visibly affected. Her father placed 
a protecting arm about his daughter and 
drew her so close to him that her head 
rested almost on his shoulder. The girl 
was the first wholly to regain her poise. 
She asked for a glass of water, and after 
a few sips straightened up and donned 
again the mantle of seeming indifference. 

Abraham Levy, leading counsel for the 
defense, objected to the introduction of 
the exhibit, on the ground that the skele- 
ton was that of a man smaller than the 
bookmaker of whose murder his client is 
accused. It was admitted, however. 

The testimony given by Dr. O'Hanlon did 
not settle the question whether the wound 
which was fatal to Young could have been 
self-inflicted. Indeed, the question was put 
him by neither side. 

Dr. O'Hanlon, with a long needle to help 
illustrate, said that the bullet had struck 
Young’s chest two inehes below the end of 
the large bone of the left arm and had 
gone down to the fourth dorsal vertebra, 
which deflected the bullet upward again. 
Dr, O’Hanlon said that in his opinion the 
bullet had not been deflected by the second 
rib, which it grazed. 

Drs, Albert T. Weston and Hammond, 
who have been retained by the defense as 
experts, listened closely to Dr. O'Hanlon. 
Mr. Levy was conducting the cross-ex- 
amination when Justice Davis asked how 
long he would take with the witness. Mr. 
Levy said it would require several hours. 
An adjournment was then taken. 

The testimony brought. out before Dr. 
O'Hanlon took the stand was not of a 
startling nature, Although it was known 
long before the case was called that Nan 
Patterson would not be a witness, the cor- 
ridor leading to the courtroom was 
thronged as it has been every day since the 
case began, and gaping crowds stood on 
Franklin Street gazing patiently up at the 
Bridge of Sighs, in the hope that they 
would get a glimpse of the defendant as 
she was taken from her cell to the court 


tuilding. The courtroom itself was jammed, ! 


the spectators including many women. 

The first witness was Police Sergeant 
Walter Norris, to whom Policeman Junior 
gave the revolver taken from Young’s coat 
pocket. The Sergeant identified the weapon. 
So also did Capt. Dennis Sweeney, who 
succeeded the Sergeant on the stand. 

In addition, Capt. Sweeney told of a con- 
versation which he said he had with the 
defendant on the morning of the shooting. 
* She told me.” said he, “of her trip with 
Young on the preceding night, and of her 
ride down town with him. I asked her if 
they had had any words before the shoot- 
ing, and she replied in the negative, telling 
me that the first thing she knew was when 


she heard the muffled explosion and 
Young’s head fell into her lap.” 

On cross-examination he said that the de- 
fendant, although not under arrest when he 
found her at the station house, shortly 
after 10 o’clock on the morning of the 
shooting, was much agitated. 

Frederick D. Michaels, the cabman tvho 
drove Nan Patterson and Caesar Young 
from the Circle to the scene of the shoot- 
ing, proved a most unsatisfactory witness 
for both prosecution and defense. He ap- 
peared to remember almost nothing of the 
occurrences which led up to the tragedy. 
He identified a number of pictures showin 
the cab in which Young met his deat 
and the gtreet on which the. shooting oc- 
curred. e identified the defendant as the 
woman in the cab at the time of the shoot- 
ing, but could not identify Young from a 
photograph which was shown him. 

He said he was hired by the man to go to 
“West Fulton Street.’ They stopped at 
Knox's hat store, under the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where Young bought a hat. 

“When he got back in the cab,” said 
the driver, “‘he told me to stop at some 
saloon, as he wanted a drink. I drove down 
Fifth Avenue _and through Washingten 
Square. At Bleecker Street and West 
Broadway he lifted the trap in the top ef 
the cab and told me the saleon on the 
southeast corner would do. He and the 
woman got out and went in the side doer 
of the saloon. They stayed for three or 
four minutes, 

“When they came out it was somewhere 
around 8:40, and the man, after putting the 
lady in the cab, told me to hurry up, as he 
had to be at West Fulton Street by 9 
o'clock sure. They showed no signs ef 
liquor to me. I started off at a pretty 
rapid gait, and had got about a bleck and a 
half below Canal Street when I heard a 
pistol shot, which sounded like it came 
from the cab. The horse jumped ferward, 
and it was almost two blocks before I could 
stop him. When I did check him the wo- 
man raised the trap and told me 
to go to a drug. store. I drove 
to a drug store on the east side otf 
West Broadway, and went inside te get the 
druggist. He told me to go to the hospital 
A young man got on the step and said he 
would direct me to the hospital, and en the 
way a policeman stopped me and got in 
the cab. After the man had been taken out 
and carried into the hospital, the weman, 
who had gone in too, came out with the 
poennan. and I drove them to the station 

10use.”’ 

Michaels denied absolutely that he had 
looked into the cab from the time the shot 
was fired until after he reached the station 
house. He did not knew whether the flaps 
were open or closed. He did not ask why 
the woman wanted to«go to a drug store. 
He did not know whether the man inside 
was hurt or not, and if he had not been in- 
structed to go to a drug store he would 
have kept on to West Fulton Street. 

No amount of questioning could induce 
him to change this assertion. Mr. Levy 
asked him how long. after the shot was 
fired the woman had raised the trap and 
told him to go to a drug store. He thought 
it was about three minutes, but when Mr. 
Levy took out his watch and asked him to 

say when three minutes had elapsed, clap- 
ping his hands as a signal, Michaels called 
time at the end of seven seconds. Laugh- 
ter followed the test, and Justice Davis 
threatened te clear the court unless order 
was maintained. 

“This trial is no laughing matter,” he 
said, sternly. 

When Michaels was allowed to leave the 
stand it was with a caution to remain in 
the courtroom and try to refresh his 
memory. 

The other witnesses of the day, besides 
Dr. O'Hanlon, were Frederick Wollens, 
bartender of the West Broadway saloon; 
Otte W. Tenies, the druggist who told the 
cabman to go to the hospital, and Will- 
iam Stemm, Jr., the young truckman who 
saw that there was something wrong in 
the cab, and who, after following it to 
the drug storg, told the driver how to get 
to the hospital. Stemm said: 

“A street car, coming across Walker 
Street, passed the cab just as I heard the 
shot. t was going south, in the same 
direction as the cab. It was abeut fifteen 
feet in front of the cab when the pistol 
went off.” 

Mr. Levy made much of this bit of testi- 
mony, holding it to be corroberative of 
the story which will be told ef the ein’ 
by the eye witness discovered last wee 
through a talesman. This witness said he 
saw the shooting from the back of a car. 
His name has not been made public. 

Stemm said that Young was lying with 
his face in the lap of the defendant, both 
arms hanging free. He was pomere that 
he saw both hands and that they were 
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empty. Th of the cab were 
he said, immediately after the sh 
After final adjournment Mr. Levy 

he thought the case would continue for 
at least a week or ten days longer. He 
declined to discuss the possible defense 
that the shooting took place after.a strug- 
gle, which, it is argued, is indicated by 
the fact that the handle of the chorus girl's 
handbag was broken when it was seen by 
Policemen Junior and Quinn. 


PREACHER’S SON ARRESTED. 


Accused by Policeman of Stealing Dia- 
mond Pin in Trolley Car. 


A man who said that he was Charles D. 
Reohr, twenty-nine years of age, Secretary 
of the Traders’ Union Life Insurance Com- 
pany of 81 Union Square, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon at Sixth Avenue and 
Eighth Street, charged with the larceny of 
a diamond pin from a passenger on a 
south-bound Sixth Avenueéjcar. Reohr was 
arrested by Detective Stinson McIvor of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station, who was 
coming out of the Jefferson Market Court, 
when the passengers shouted “ Stop thief! ”’ 

The prisoner was taken to the station 
house handcuffed, and protested “loudly 
against his treatment. His protests and 
the papers which he produced led Capt. 
Cottrell to have him taken up stairs from 
the cells and placed in his private office, 

From there Reohr sent out telegrams to 
his sister, Miss Bessie Reohr; to Ernest‘ 
Anderson, who, he said, was an officer of 
the insurance company with which he was 
connected; to a George Melbourne, and to 
Charles F. Adams, the chewing gum man. 
Mr. Adams came to the station house at 


the request of Ernest Anderson, a friend of 
Reohr, and an employe of Mr. Adams's 
company. 

Justice Wyatt of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions went to the station house also with 
Mr. Adams. In Capt. Cottrell’s office De- 
tective McIvor declared positively that he 
had seen Reohr jump off the seuth-bound 
ear and jump on a north-bound car. Mr. 
Adams, who had been willing to furnish 
bail, demurred, and then refused to go on 
the bond. . 

MclIvor declared that he could have the 
motormen and the conductors of the cars 
in Jefferson Market Court in the morning, 
and wdas sure he arrested the right man. 
He further said that at the time of the ar- 
rest a crowd gathered in the street and 
that Reohr broke out of the crowd and at- 
tempted to board the north-bound car. 

Roehr is a graduate of the University of 
Minnesota Law School and has been con- 
nected with the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. His father had charge as pastor of 
a Baptist church in West Ninety-second 
Street some years ago and now has a 
charge in the suburbs. 


BONES IN “OLD SPOOK HOUSE.” 


Apparent Confirmation of Story Told by 
Originators of Spiritualism. 


NEWARK, N. Y., Nov. 22.—William H. 
Hyde, owner of what was known as the 
‘*Ola Spook House,” has discovered human 
bones under the cellar walk which had 
fallen in as the result of being undermined 
by running water. , 


It was in the “Old Spook House” at 
Hydesville, Wayne County, N. Y., that the 
Fox sisters, daughters of'Mr. and Mrs. ; 
John D. Fox, started the movement which 
has resulted in modern Spiritualism. 

The Fox family occupied the house in the 
late forties. In 1848 the family were much 
disturbed by certain mylsterious ‘“‘ knocks ”’ 
and “raps.” It is alleged that at length 
Kate Fox, one of the two dawghters, dis- 
covered that the cause of the sounds Was 
intelligent, and that questions asked would 
be answered by the number of raps, one for 
“no” and three for “ yes.”’ 

There is absol'itely no doubt that the Fox 
girls declared that the rappings proceeded 
from the spirit of a certain peddler, whose 
throat had been cut by a previous tenant 
of the house, and whose body had been 
buried in the cellar. 

An investigation of the matter seemed to 
show that none of the Fox family produced 
the rappings. Efforts were made to find 
the body of the peddler, but they were un- 
successful, probably because of the quan- 
tity of running water that was encountered 
when digging in the cellar was begun. 

It was at Rochester, where the two Fox 
girls afterward went to live with a married 
sister, Mrs. Fish, that modern Spiritualism 
assumed its present form, and that com- 
munication ‘vas, it was asserted, established 
with the spirits of inquirers’ rélatives and 
with dead eminent men. Kate Fox and 
her sister were the first “ mediums.”

After a three hours’ conference with ex- 
Gov, Black and a half an hour's conference 
with Senator Depew on the subject of the 
Senatorship, Governor-Chairman Odell 
talked with newspaper men at the head- 
qvtarters of the State Committee at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel last evening, and was 
asked w hat result had come from his con- 
sultation with the two leading candidates. 

“Everything is progressing satisfacto- 
Tily,” he replied. 

“To whom? To you, to Senator Depew, 
or to ex-Gov, Black!’ was asked. 

“To all of us,” the G overnor-Chairman 
responded with a smile. ‘‘ Really,’’ he con- 
tinued, “there is nothing much that I caa 
say about the situation. I am endeavoring 
to harmonize things and to reach a solution 
that will be for the best interest of the 
party.” 

“Do you still adhere to your declaration 
of a few days ago that the Senatorship will 
be settled without a contest?” 

“T think it will be.” 

“‘Does that mean that either Senator Deé- 
pew or ex-Gov. Black has decided to with- 
draw?” 

“So far as I know, Senator Depew is the 
only announced candidate.” 

Governor-elect Higgins will reach the 
city this morning, and he and the Govern- 
or-Chairman will have a conference, in 
which it is believed the Senatorship will 
play an important part. Both sides are 
claiming the support of Gov. Higgins and 
the Senator and Assemblyman from the 
Cattaraugus district. 

From good authority it was learned last 
night that the chief obstacle in the way of 
the consummation of the programme to 
elect Mr. Black Senator is Speaker S. Fred 
Nixon, who is now in Indian Territory and 
is said to favor Senator Depew. He is be- 
lieved to hold the balance of power. Un- 
less he can be won over to the support of 
ex-Gov. Black, the chances are said to be 
in favor of Senator Depew’s re-election. 

The difference in the character of the re- 
ception given by the Governor-Chairman to 
ex-Gov. Black and Senator Depew yester- 
day sent the stock of the former soaring 
among the hangers-on around headquar- 
ters. When ex-Gov. Black arrived he was 
greeted cordially, almost effusively, by the | 
Governor-Chairman, who at once dismissed 
all the lesser lights with whom he was en- 
gaged. Mr. Black was accdémpanied by 
Louis F. Payn and Senator George M. 
Malby. The Governor-Chairman and the 
ex-Governor remained in conference for 
some time after the others had departed> 
They had luncheon served in the room in 
which they were closeted together. 

When Mr. Black left the Governor-Chair- 
man he refused to discuss what had oc- 
curred at the conference. To all questions 
which were put to him he replied that he 
had nothing to say.

He announced that he j 
expected to see Senator Depew \Jater in the | 
day and declared he had not asked a single 
member of the Legislature how he stood on 
the subject. 

In the afternoon Gov. Odell had a talk 
witk Senator Jotham P. Allds and was con- 
ferring with Congressman Thomas W.

Chairman's home district, when Senator 
Depew called. The junior Senator entered | 
the headquarters with the air of a man ina 
hurry, and upon inquiring where Gov. Odell 
was and being told that he was in an ad- 
joining room in conference with Mr. Brad- j 
ley, opened the door of the room. He closed | 
it again at once on the G overnor-Chair- 
man'g request that he be excused for a 
moment, and it was not until ten minutes 
later that he was admitted to the Governor: ! 
Chairmgn’s presence. 

Senator Depew said that the Governor 
had informed him that he was endeavoring | 
to ascertain the wishes of the party as to 
the Senatorship and intimated that he ex- } 
pected to be quite satisfied on that subject | 
before he committed himself. The Senator | 
expressed himself as pleased with the man- | 
ner in which the Governor-Chairman had 
spoken. 

“I do not believe there will be a serious 
contest against me,” he said. : “‘I believe I 
have a sufficient number of the Republican” 
members of the Legislature favorable to 
my candidacy to insure me the caucus 
nomination. At any rate, I shall persist in { 
my candidacy. Senator Brackett is the 
only member of the Legislature I know of 
who is openly opposed to my re-election.” 

After his talk with Senator Depew, Gov- 
ernor-Chairman Odell saw several of the 
district leaders. All the New York City 
members of the Legislature have been 
“tipped "’ not to pledge themselves on the

MUST RESTORE BOODLE FUND. 


St. Louis Indorser of $75,000 Notes Igno- 
rant of Prospective Use of Money. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 22.—Judge Wood of the 
Circuit Court, in the case of Henry Nico- 
laus against Charles H. Turner, formerly 
President of the Suburban Railroad Com- 
pany}; the German Savings Institution, Ellis 
Wainwright, and others, decided to-day 
that plaintiff was entitled to recover the 
$75,000 known as ‘he “ boodle ” fund, placed 
on deposit with the Lincoln Trust Company 
by the Suburban Railroad Company and 
supposed to have been raised to bribe mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates. The court 
bases its decision on the fact that “ Mr. 
Nicolaus ‘was ignorant of the purpose to 
which the money was to be applied,” 

The testimony showed that on Nov, 22, 
1900, Charles H. Turner, then President of 
the St. Louis and Suburban Company, bor- 
rowed of the German Savings Institution 
the sum of $75,000, for which he executed 
two notes. Nicolaus, as one of the Subur- 
ban Company Directors, authorized the 
loan, indorsing the notes on which the 
money was secured. The money thus ob- 
tained was deposited in a box in the safety 
vault of the Lincoln Trust Company,

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 22—The home of 
Elmer E. Thomas, a lawyer of this oity 
and counsel for the Civic Federation, was 
wrecked by a bomb placed on the front 
porch early to-day.

MAY BE SLOW TO CHOOSE 
‘DI-CESNOLA’S SUCCESSOR 


“Museum Trustees Say Director 
Had No Assistant in‘ Training. 


EXPECT MORGAN TO CHOOSE 


William M. Laffan, Halsey C. Ives, and 
Samuel P. Avery Discussed—May 
Bring British Expert Here. 


“Who will be the successor to Gen. Di 
Cesnola?"" A member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art repeated the question of hfs interrog- 
ator. Then he shook his head. ‘ The mat- 
ter has not been considered by the members 
of the board. It will probably be a shrewd 
American business man. The General's 
death was so sudden that the chance of 
securing a successor to him had not heen 
considered. There had not even been a 
younger man in training for the place, for 
he had no assistant in the general accept- 
ance of that term. Men trained for such 
places are scarce. Unfortunately, there are 
no training schools for art museum direct- 
ors. But the man will surely turn up in 
time, and the Trustees will be in no hurry 
to secure a successor.” 

Among artists and art lovers this matter 
of a successor to Gen. Di Cesnola was dis- 
cussed yesterday in the freedom of the 
studios, but no one of the many who in- 
dulged in such discussions would consent 
to be quoted. There were names mentioned 
of men who might be available for the 
place, and among these were William M. 
Laffan, Halsey C. Ives, and Samuel P. 
Avery, son of the art connoisseur, who up 
to the time of his death was one of the 
Trustees of the museum. The position car- 
ries with it a reputed salary of $15,000 
annually, 

Mr. Laffan’s name was most mentioned 
as the ideal man if he could be induced to 
accept the position. He is understood to be 
@ candidate for one of the vacant Trus- 
teeships, and one of the veteran artists of 
the city suggested that he was the very 
man needed to direct the affairs of an in- 
stitution that promises to kecome one of the 
greatest art museums in the world. 

Several persons who have been identified 
with the interests of the museum from its 
beginning look upon Halsey C. Ives as one 
of the best available men in the country. 
As art director at both the St. Louis and 
Chicago Fairs, he made himself familiar 
with all the art museums of the world, and 
personally knows more about art museums 
and artists and their work, probably, than 
any other American living. 

“What is most needed, it seems to me,” 
said a veteran member of the art world, 
“is a strong business man who in art mat- 
ters knows what he does not know. He 
would be the ideal, and I presume that J, 
Pierpont Morgan, with his knowledge of 
men and art, will be able to find him among 
the hundreds, fit and unfit, who will be 
suggested for the position. Meantime there 
will be no need for hurry, for the museum 
is now a well-oiled machine that will care 
for itself until the proper man shows. him- 
self, for there is a very competent body of 
curators and a smooth working corps of 
employes at the museum.”

MUSEUM RFPLY TO BIONDI. 


Says “ Saturnalia” Was Not Exhibited 
Because of Hostile Public Criticism. 


The Directors of the Metropolitan Mu- 
eeum of Art filed their answer yesterday in 


the action brought by Ernesto Biondi, the | 
Italian sculptor, as a result of their failure | 


to place on public exhibition his celebrated 
statuary bronze group, “ The Saturnalia.” 
The answer, which was filed through the 
law firm of De Forest Brothers, was signed 
and sworn to by J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
was elected President of the museum on 
Monday. 

The group had-been set up on the main 
floor of the new east wing before this was 
thrown open to the public. Before the 
opening day, however, it was shunted down 
into the cellar and boxed up again. A sec- 
tion of the answer gives the reason as fol- 
lows:

group on public exhibition, and adopted the 
following resolution, pursuant to which it was 
removed from the public exhibition halls of the 
museum: 

* Resolved, That the Director he and hereby 
is directed to have the bronze group of statuary 
called * Saturnalia’ on the ground floor of the 
new building removed from public exhibition 
before the proposed opening on Dec. 22 in con- 
sequence of the hostile criticisms that have been 
made as to the subject of the group.’

BIG STONE SAFE ASHORE. 


Thirty-Ton Custom House Lintel Un- 
loaded from Schooner. 


Transshipped from the 
schooner William Booth, the great granite 
lintel for the portico of the new Custom 
House lay yesterday afternoon on @ lighter 
at Pier 3, East River, awaiting the orders 
of the contractors of the building. The un- 
loading ends many weeks of anxiety, for 
James Riley, the trucking contractor, says 
that it will be a comparatively simple mat- 
ter to transport it to the building, and he 


anticipates no more trouble than the crack- | 


ing of a few manholes along the way. 


The stone is, roughly. 30 feet long and 4 


feet square, and weighs more than fifty 
tons. It was quarried on Hurricane Island, 
Me., five miles from the water. It took 
a year to get it out and trim it, and a 
team of horses turned at a capstan for 
weeks in order to warp it to the water’s 
edge. It was a husky job to load it without 
steam power, but this was done in a day, 
and the stone, darefully sheathed in wood, 
Jaid upon the schooner’s deck just abaft the 
mainmast. Te lessen the danger of the 
stone breaking loose when the vessel ca- 
reened and sinking itself and her, the Booth 
joined a barge tow instead of coming under 
sail. The weather was rough and the trip, 


which ended Monday, took eight days. The 
Chapman-Merritt steam lighter Century 
easily swung the stone from the schooner 


to the smaller boat.

The profitable sale of an old building 
provided for the erection of two new build- 
ings, one an industrial hotel and the other 
a boy’s “hotel.” Special gifts enabled the 
Trustees to purchase tools and materials 
and to employ special teachers for classes 
in elementary carpentering, cabinetmak- 
ing, cobbling, basketmaking, chaircaning, 
rugweaving, and simple forging. 

More than 1,000 boys voluntarily appealed 
to the society for an opportunity to prove 
at the Farm School that they wished to 
geet away from semi-vagrant street life. 
About one-fourth of the number thus cared 
for are found to be mentally or physically 
unfit for family life, or through race char- 
acteristics unsuitable for American homes. 
Of the whole number, about one-tenth are 
found to be incurably lazy or irresponsible. 

For the city unruly the busy, cheerful 
life on a stock farm is found most effec- 
tive. “As a rule,” says the report, “ the 
boy who in the city was driven by his 
superabundant ene into conflict with 
authority will in the country become a 
leading citizen. Such, indeed, was the 
career of our former ward, the present 
Governor of Alaska, the Hon. John G. 
Brady.” 

The most successful field of labor, 
which the society is active, is the work ue 
plactas orphans and abandoned children in 

mily homes in the country. In all 1,282 
children were sent away to homes itn the 
country during the year. Since the found- 
ing of the society in 1853 it has rescued 
and —— in family homes 23,528 orphans 
or abandoned children, provided situations 
oad wages in the country for 25,527 older 

bors and girls, and restored 5,857 runaway 

ldren to parents. Of those placed in 
family homes in the West, the vast ma- 
= have become farmers or farmers’ 
wives. 

During the year the society received from 
all sources 96,927.49, all of which was 
expended. The report concludes as fol- 
lows: 

“These labors are dependent for their 
support upon the contributions ef the be- 
nevolent. In the confident belief that 
there is no cause so worthy and so néeces- 
sary as this, we make -this appeal.”

PHILANTHROPY SCHOOL 


Banker Who Had Charities Building 
Erected Sets Aside $250,000. 


TO TRAIN CHARITY WORKERS 


Charity Organization Society’s Work to 
be Affiliated with That of Several 
Other Bodies. 


John &. Kennedy, the banker, who ten 
years ago gave the money for the erection 
of the imposing United Charities Building 
at Twenty-second Street and Fourth Ave- 
nue, has made an endowment to the School 
of Philanthropy conducted under the aus- 
picés of the Charity Organization Society, 
which will bring that institution a perma- 
nent annual income of $10,000 or more. The 
gift was made by setting aside securities 
to the amount of about $250,000. 

Mr. Kennedy tendered this munificent 
gift in a letter to Robert W. De Forest, 
President of the society, a few days ago. 
It was formally accepted by the Central 
Council of that organization at a meeting 
held yesterday afternoon. 

The endowment is one of the largest made 
for philanthropic purposes in this city in 
recent years. When the United Charities 
Building was erected it was for the pur- 
pose of securing greater co-operation and 
more effective work among the leading 
charitable agencies in this city. 

““My expectations have been fully real- 
ized,” says Mr. Kennedy in his letter, “ and 
with their realization on the side of more 
efficient work has come a demand not only 
in the City of New York, but throughout 
the country at large for trained charity 
helpers. There is the same need for knowl- 
edge and experience in relieving the com- 
plex disabilities of poverty that there is in 
relieving mere ailments of the body, and 
the same process of evolution that has 
brought into our hospital service the trained 
physician and the trained nurse increasing- 
ly calls for the trained charity worker.” 

It was largely with this end in view that 
the Charity Organization Society some seven 
years ago opened its School of Philan- 
thropy. It was as first only a Summer 
school, and was intended for charity work- 
ers of experience, who met to compare 
notes with other workers. In 1903 the work 
was extended so as to cover the entire year. 
Only afternoon courses were given, how- 
ever, inasmuch as most of the students 
were men and women employed in other 
work and could give only small time to 
study. 

This year the school has opened as a 
fully developed professional training school 
for charity workers who can give their en- 
tire time to the work. It provides lectures 
in the forenoons and practical work in the 
afternoon. Its graduates receive diplomas 
certifying that they are fitted for the prac- 
tical work in charitable institutions or so- 
cleties or in departments of the State or 
municipal governments concerned with the 

care of the dependent poor. 

Mr. Kenneay nas provided that the school 


affiliate its work with Columbia University, 
the United Charities, the New York As- 
gociation for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor, the United Hebrew Charities, and the 
Bociety of St. Vincent de Paul. Mr. Ken- 
nedy réserves the rig t to transfer the 
donation to a newly ineorporated and in- 
ependent school if that shall be advisable.

W. T. Moore of Lowell Coal Company 
Was in Financial Trouble. 


AMHERST, N. H., Nov. 22—Constant 
worry over financial difficulties led to the 
suicide to-day of Walter T. Moore, mana- 
ger of the Lowell Coal Company of Lowell, 
Mass., who killed himself at his Summer 
home in this town by sending a heavy 
charge of shot into his heart.

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SIR W. LAURIER’S POSITION. 

Nothing could be more interesting and 
few things more important at the pres- 
ent juncture than to know the real dis- 
position of the Premier of the Dominion 
of Canada as to the renewal of negotia- 
tions for reciprocity between the Domin- 
ion and the United States. An official 
statement is hardly possible. The atti- 
tude of our own Government has been so 
stiffly averse from negotiation that it 
would comport neither with the dignity 
nor the political interest of Sir WILFRID 
LAURIER to reopen the subject. In these 
circumstances a valuable contribution to 
our knowledge is made by The Tran- 
script of Boston, through its experienced 
and trustworthy correspondent, Mr. E. 
W. THompson, who has had the advan- 
tage of a friendly talk with Sir W. Lav- 
RIER. Though there was no interview in 
the strict sense of the word Mr. THOomPp- 
SON states as his opinion, in substance, 
that the Canadian Government would 
receive favorably a proposition for the 
reassembling of the Joint High Commis- 
sion to consider negotiations for reci- 
procity in natural products and raw ma- 
terials, if the suggestion from Washing- 
ton should be made early in the new 
year, before the Canadian Government is 
absorbed in the business of the session 
about to open. Mr. THOMPSON says: 

I am sure I am right in interpreting the 
Prime Minister to mean that, unless a 
preliminary discussion gives us some rea- 
sonable hope that the outcome of another 
meeting will be fairly satisfactory, there 
will be no desire on the part of Gov- 
ernment to have the high commission re- 
sume its sittings. He went on to declare 
that, if the States should make an ad- 
vance, “‘ We owe it to our own self-respect 
to meet them in a fair and generous spirit.” 
He had previously said, ‘“‘ The proposition 
that these peoples, living side by side, 
should enjoy a greater freedom of recipro- 
cal trade, is as sound to-day as ever it 
was.” Such are the opinions of the Ottawa 
Ministry now. Barkis is willin’—for a kind 
of reciprocity. If Washington is in the 
like mind, it seems up to Washington to 
make a move, 

As to the general basis of the new ne- 
gotiations Mr. THOMPSON adds: 


The kind of reciprocity for which Ottawa 
is willing is that which would be estab- 
lished were customs duties mutually re- 
moved from all sorts of crops, coal, ores, 
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fish, and fish products, fruits, fowls, lum- ° 


ber, and various raw materials for manu- 
facture. It is to be remembered that raw 
materials include many manufactures. It 
would be politically safe for the Ottawa 
Ministry to go into a joint high discussion 
on that basis. If Washington should indi- 
cate its willingness the pow-wow could be- 
gin at any time. 

We confess that, apart from the gen- 
eral policy of protection, it is practically 
a duty of the Government of the United 
States to embrace this opportunity for 
promoting trade with the rapidly grow- 
ing country on our northern border. In 
the first place, it is of direct advantage 
to the industries and to the workingmen 
of the United States that we should have 
materials of manufacture as cheap as 
we possibly can get them. In the second 
place, the more untrammeled is our trade 
with Canada the more it will tend to ad- 
vance. In the third place, it is plain, if 
we do not take this chance to secure 
freer trade, Canada will be forced to put 
up higher barriers of tariff duties against 
our business. Sure gain on the one hand, 
sure loss on the other, is the problem 
with which the Administration has to 
deal. Its course should not be doubtful.

RAILROAD RATES. 

Considerable pressure is being brought 
on the President to recommend to Con- 
gress the giving to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission the power to fix rail- 
road charges when the commission 
reaches the decision that actual charges 
are in violation of the terms of the act 
under which it proceeds. There is not 
the slightest doubt that the best-in- 
formed opinion, whether of railway men 
or of their customers, is strongly tend- 
ing to accept the regulation of charges 
by a competent central authority under 
proper conditions. The. need of such a 
regulation lies at the root of the efforts 
to merge roads or in some form to secure 
harmonious management of the great 
systems. It is a safe inference that the 
chief motive for such efforts is not the 
desire to secure higher rates s0 much as 
it is to secure freedom from ruinous 
contests, with all the evils of secret 
rates, drawbacks, &c. Probably the cre- 
ation of a Government agency of the 
right sort would answer the purpose 
even better. 

In its present situation, it is doubtful 
if the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
would be able to do such work advanta- 
geously, because it is hampered at the 
outset by the prohibition of anything 
like agreement between the corporations. 
Th law as it stands involves the singu- 
lar contradiction of requiring uniform 
rates and forbidding any agreement to 
make rates uniform. On the other hand 
it insists on competition and forbids the 
only practical means to insure competi- 
tion, If it were possible to get a law 
that would permit the roads, by pooling 
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the fixing of rates in the.last instance by 
a& Government commission, and the 
chances are that then the rates would 
pretty steadily be reduced as a means of 
increasing traffic. We believe that it is 
on these lines that efficient legislation is 
to be had, if at all. 


THE RUSSIAN REFORMS. 


“Sir,” said the frightened French 
Mayor of the Palace to the bewildered 
French King: “Sire, it is not a revolt; it is 
a revolution.” Ever since the new Russian 
Minister of the Interior has shown that 
he at least was a man of his own age 
and that he recognized the necessity of 
the modernization of Russia the bewil- 
dered circle of reactionary courtiers at 
St. Petersburg has been proclaiming 
that it was a “revolt” that he was en- 
couraging. Naturally, they have been 
doing their best to make their own pre- 
dictions good. It seems that they did 
win the trifling victory of insuring that 
the Presidents of the Zemstvos should 
meet behind closed doors, lest their 
meeting with open doors should be a 
provocation to disorder. But that vic- 
tory is not of the least importance in 
view of the fact that the Council of 
Presidents, deliberating in private, have 
been permitted to give the widest pub- 
licity to the result of their deliberations, 
and that this result, a declaration, in 
sum, that Russians are entitled to the 
rights of freemen, is now known through- 
out the length and breadth of the vast 
Muscovite empire. The only. revolt 
which has cheered the hopes of the reac- 
tionaries is a little riot at Kharkoff. On 
the other hand it appears from the re- 
ports of the correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press at St. Petersburg, who has 
so admirably and fully advised us of the 
progress of the movement, that it is al- 
ready, in the incredulous astonishment 
and rejoicing with which the news of it 
is received in Russia, recognized as “a 
revolution.” 

It is extremely difficult for an Ameri- 
can, brought up under happier condi- 
tions, to realize what the publication, as 
officially authorized, of the programme 
of the Presidents means to Russia. To 
him it is so far from revolutionary that 
he is almost inclined to dismiss It as 
platitudinous. The political reforms 
which the Presidents demand for Rus- 
sians have been the commonplaces of 
American life ever since the time of his 
great-grandfather. It requires a consid- 
erable effort of imagination on his part 
to comprehend that these commonplaces 
of American life are startling novelties 
in Russian life. He is not in the least 
stirred by declarations in favor of the 
discontinuance of acts of “ administra- 
tive arbitrariness and personal caprice,” 
involving the liberties of Russians, when 
it is a century and a quarter since any- 
body has ventured to defend such acts as 
involving the liberties of Americans. 
When the Zemstvos declare in favor of 
“regular participation of national rep- 
resentatives, sitting as an especially 
elected body,” in the work of making 
laws, or in favor of a general amnesty of 
political offenders imprisoned or exiled 
by administrative order, they seem to 
an American to be simply saying undis- 
puted things in a very solemn way. Their 
demands read to him like a restatement 
of his unchallenged and unquestioned 
rights. It is the Deelaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution of the 


| United States which appear to him to 
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have been just brought to the notice of 
the representatives of the Russian peo- 
ple, and which their new demands merely 
echo. That men are endowed by their 
Creator with inalienable rights, and that 
among these are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; that no person shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law; that the 
right of the people to be secure against 
unreasonable searches and seizures shall 
not be violated—all and more than all 
the demands of the representatives of 
the Russian people are comprised in 
these and such like American household 
words that are so familiar to him that 
he finds difficulty in understanding the 
state of mind of a people which finds 
them startling. 

The student of history is irresistibly 
driven to compare what is now doing in 
the capital of Russia with what was do- 
ing in the capital of France a hundred 
and fifteen years ago. The convocation 
of the Presidents of the Zemstvos is an 
equivalent to the convocation of the 
notables which preceded the long-dis- 
used reconvention of the States General. 
Prince SVIATOPOLK-MIRSKY has shown 
practical statesmanship in making use, 
in the first instance, of the machinery 
provided by the traditions of Russia for 
the expression of national sentiment. If 
the French King 4nd his advisers had 
had the wisdom to heed the first authen- 
tic utterance of popular discontent, it is 
plain that the history of France would 
have been widely different. There is 
gratifying evidence that the Czar of all 
the Russias is prepared to hear and heed 
the present proclamation invited by his 
chosen Minister, and of which the publi- 
cation has been most creditably author- 
ized by himself, That is the fact which 
gives us to hope that the existing crisis 
in Russia may produce less tragical se- 
quels than the crisis of 1789 in France, 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


Bishop Brent, the missionary Bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Philippine Islands, strongly rein- 
forced, in his sermon at Trinity Church 
on Sunday, from his point of view, the 
counsel which the secular authorities, 
Gov. Tart and Gov. Wricut, had given 
from theirs. It is the counsel that no 
definite promise of political independence 
should be made to the Filipinos. This is 
also the counsel of all the officers of the 


United States Army who have served in 
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ested witnesses upon the condition of the 
islanders. It is the counsel also of all 
the foreign observers who have visited 
the islands, including such experienced 
and competent observers of the govern~- 
ment of dependencies as Mr. CoLQUHOUN 
and Mr. SAVAGE-LANDOR, 

One would suppose that, after the con- 
current testimony of such a cloud of 
witnesses, that it would not be safe or 
decent to leave to the Filipinos them- 
selves the question what is the best 
thing that can be done for them, stay- 
at-home Americans would be restrained 
by a becoming modesty from obtruding 
their own theoretical conclusions against 
the conclusions of observation and ex- 
perience. But there is no chance that 
such will be their course. The anti-im- 
perialists of Cambridge, Mass., have al- 
ready announced that Gov. Tart’s evi- 
dence is vitiated by the very fact of his 
experience. No doubt they will say the 
same thing about that of Bishop BRENT, 
although, as a Wostonian, the Bishop 
may reasonably be suspected of having 
been an original anti-imperialist and 
having had his prepossessions removed 
by actual contact with the problem his 
country has to solve in the Philippines. 


A FIRST STEP. 

The resolution concerning advertising 
in the Subway adopted by the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners at their meeting 
yesterday, prohibiting ‘ advertisements 
along the side walls and station plat- 
forms fronting the tracks and below the 
frieze of such side walls,” affords some 
measure of relief to an offended public, 
but it is only a beginning. It will cause 
the removal of the biggest and most ob- 
jectionable of the advertising signs com- 
plained of, but it will by no means meet 
the public demand. It is not a suffi- 
cient answer to the perfectly valid argu- 
ments that have been made against per- 
mitting any advertisements in the Sub- 
way stations. 

The plastered spaces above the frieze 
are more agreeable to the eye without the 
advertising signs; the defacement will not 
be removed, only diminished; the evil of 
providing lodgment for dust and disease 
germs will not be cured, only somewhat 
abated; the passengers’ liability to miss 
the station names and symbols through 
the confusing proximity of glaring ad- 
vertising signs will continue, though no 
doubt in a lessened degree. The vital 
point of the right of anybody to put ad- 
vertisements in the Subway stations is 
left quite untouched. 

For that reason we suppose the action 
of the Commissioners must be consid- 
ered merely a first step. They have 
acted wisely, as is their wont, in paying 
respectful heed to a public protest, But 
the public wants to be rid of the signs 
altogether. It wants to see them ex- 
cluded from our Subway as they are 
from the Boston Subway. Probably the 
Commission felt that under the contract 
a right had been created which it had no 
lawful power to abrogate, It remains to 
procure from the courts a determination 
of what right if any exists, and of the 
further question, what would be the fair 
and reasonable cost of extinguishing the 
right, to the end that the advertising 
signs may be removed and for all time 
excluded from the Subway stations, 
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ORGANIZED LABOR AND THE MILITIA, 

The resolutions to which the Socialists 
endeavored to get the National Federa- 
tion of Labor to commit itself are partly 
academic and partly foolish. The last of 
them, however, is serious and should re- 
ceive the disapproval of the citizen wage- 
earner with such emphasis as to rebuke 
effectively those who have offered it. 
It is: 


That we declare our intention, and heré- 
by instruct all affiliated bodies, to hold ab- 
solutely aloof from all connection with the 
militia, until the military system in vogue 
in Switzerland is adopted in the United 


States, 

This is very dangerous doctrine. This 
thought need not be pursued, however. 
The serious feature of such a proclama- 
tion of principles in the name of organ- 
ized labor is that it tends to encourage 
young men in the mechanic and wage- 
earning condition to neglect or refuse to 
perform the duties of citizenship. That 
way lie treason, rebellion, and anarchy. 

The “system in vogue in Switzer- 
lend” suits that country very well, but 
it is one which would be found quite im- 
possible in this country, since it would 
give the several States a military estab- 
lishment out of all proportion to their 
requirements, and equally so to the re- 
quirements of the Federal Government. 
In Switzerland every male citizen between 
the ages of twenty and forty-four years 
who is physically fit for service is re- 
quired to enroll and serve for a long pe- 
riod. His assignment to active duty is 
between the ages of twenty and thirty- 
two years. He is then transferred to the 
Landwehr, and remains eligible for such 
duty as he may be called upon to per- 
form until he reaches the age of forty- 
four, when he enjoys partial exemption 
from further service in time of peace, 
On the average about 61.1 per cent. of 
the young men of the country are draft- 
ed into the army, which has a normal 
strength of about 200,000 men, at pres- 
ent nearly equally divided between the 
Auszug and the Landwehr. The popula- 
tion of Switzerland is about 8,800,000. A 
like draft in proportion to population 
would give this country a militia army 
of nearly five millions in the active and 
reserve divisions. The present militia 
organizations of the several States num- 
ber together less than 200,000, and the 
regular army is Mmited by statute to 
100,000. 

The absurdity of the recommendation 
to which the National Federation of La- 
bor is asked to commit itself becomes

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seription which would make every man 
in good physical condition a soldier, and 
hold him for twenty-four years subject 
to the orders of the Federal authority 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-~—Most people have discovered in recent 
years that it is possible to get a rather 
smart electric shock while using the tele- 
phone, but these shocks are ordinarily start- 
ling, not dangerous or even painful, and 
rarely do those who experience them take 
the trouble to ascertain just what they did 
to attract the electric current from its 
proper paths. The American Telephone 
Journal, however, treats as decidedly se- 
rious a queer incident reported from Indian- 
apolis. There, it seems, one James ADAMS 
was standing at an office desk on which 
were two telephones, one belonging to the 
Indianapolis Telephone Company and thé 
other to the Central Union. Having occa- 
sion to call, he took up the telephone be- 
longing to the Central Union Company, but, 
failing to get the number, tried the tele- 
phone of the Indianapolis Company. Both 
were metal desk stands, and it happened 
thet their bases were touching. ADAMS 
took the receiver from the hook of the In- 
dianapolis telephone, and, while waiting 
for the number, rested his chin on the top 
of the Central Union instrument. A shock 
resulted that rendered ADAMs unconscious, 
causing him to fall to the floor. When re- 
vived, it was found that he was paralyzed 
from his waist to his feet, and for some 
time it was thought that he would die, The 
accident was at once carefully investigated 
and the wire chiefs of both companies re- 
ported that the lines were in perfect condi- 
tion, free from contact with other lines 
carrying heavy currents, and that if ADAMS 
did receive an electric shock it could not 
have produced any such effects as those 
from which he suffered. Their theory is 
that while using the telephone he had a 
stroke of paralysis which he would have had 
whatever he was doing. On the other hand, 
physicians assert that ADAMS was in per- 
fect health and that his paralysis was the 
direct consequence of an electric shock of 
more severity than the telephone officials 
will admit could have been received over 
their lines while in good order. The Ooffi- 
cials claim that if the operators at both of 
the exchanges had rung the telephones 
while Apams was in the position described, 
an electrical pressure of about seventy-five 
volts would have been givens but that this 
is not probable, and that even seventy-five 
volts is not enough to harm in the slightest 
degree any except people particularly sensi- 
tive. There the case stands, and the tele- 
phone companies are not a little worried 
by it. 


—Nobody who uses the Subway could 
have failed to notice that after the severe 
gade of Sunday, the 18th inst., there was a 
very marked change in the air of that—to 
New Yorkers—most interesting of caverns. 
And it was a change entirely for the bet- 
ter. The Subway smell, curiously ancient 
to be the product of less than a single 
month’s use, disappeared almost entirely, 
and even the most imaginative people did 
not feel an impulse, as soon as they en- 
tered the cars, to make up for a lack of 
oxygen by increased rapidity of respiration. 
The gale has been followed by a succession 
of breezes ranging from brisk to high, and 
they have doubtless done something to 
maintain the improvement made by that 
tempestuous Sunday, but there is at least 
some reason for believing that a good deal 
of the improvement would have persisted 
even if the storm had been followed by a 
week of calms. Certainly the Subway odor 
is not now nearly as noticeable as it was 
a few days after the trains began to run; 
indeed, it is almost inappreciable, and 
shows no tendency to increase, and nobody 
would be moved to pay any attention to the 
quality of the air if there had not been 
s0 much talk about it. One can therefore 
hope that there was more of truth than 
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bring upon them. Perhaps. the law was 
amended simply because any increment of 
Aldermanic power is a welcome addition to 
a humiliatingly small remnant-of their once 
great prerogatives. And again, perhaps 
there is ‘‘ something in it” after all. 
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The Air as Fresh as That in the Average 
New York Sleeping Room. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

I note with much amusement the sugges- 
tion made by “H. B. L.” in to-day’s Timms 
in regard to purifying the air in the Sub- 
way. He suggests making depressions in 
the bottom of the Subway with the expec- 
tation that carbonic acid gas will collect 
there. This is an old-time fallacy, and 
scarcely needs commenting upon. I should 
like, however, to ask “H. B. L.” why we 
don't find our cellars full of carbon di- 
oxide, and why, since there exists in the 
atmosphere about four parts of this gas in 
every ten thousand of air, we don’t have a 
layer of it encircling the globe? 

The purity of the Subway air question is, 
in the writer’s opinion, all “hot rot.”” Look 
at the subject from a common-sense stand- 
point. I am not acquainted with Subway 
Statistics; nevertheless, an approximate cal- 
culation may be indicative. Assume that 
the average width of the Subway is forty 
feet, average height twelve feet, and aver- 
age length between stations one-quarter of 
a mile, or 1,320 feet. There exist, then, 
about 640,000 cubic feet between adjacent 
stations. Assuming 1,000 persons to be be- 
tween adjacent stations at any moment, 
this means that each person has 640 cubic 
feet of air to breathe, or a volume equal 
to that of a room 8 by 10 by 8 feet. Now, 
may I ask, how many of the people who 
are raising this howl] sleep each night in a 
room of this size, or with this allowance of 
air, without even raising the window? I 
do not mean to state that this is a whole- 
some thing to do, but I do wish to make a 
plea that we be consistent in our com- 
plaints. In other words, let us not howl 
merely for the sake of howling. 

Let me hint, further, that Prof, Chandler, 
who recently tested samples of Subway air, 
is a man in whose capabilities confidence 
may be placed, as his record as Commis- 
sioner of the Board of Health will show. 
When he says sucha thing is not unwhole- 
some, it is pretty certain that such Is the 
case.

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The Election of Judge H. E. Davies. 
To the Hditor of The New York Timea: 

In your issue of Sunday, Nov. 20, while 
discussing the status of certain persons 
who claimed to have been elected County 
Coroners in the election just passed, ref- 
erence is made to my father, the late 
Henry E. Davies. The writer of the arti- 
cle is entirely mistaken in his facts. 

My father never claimed to have been 
elected to the Supreme Court bench in the 
Third Dpartment. He never sat in the 
First Department on assignment by the 
Governor. He was never elected but once 
to the Supreme Court bench, and that was 
at the general election held on the 7th of 
November, 1855. He was regularly nomi- 
nated at a party convention, and other con- 
ventions were held at which Charles A. 
Peabody, William H. Leonard, and Henry 
Hilton were nominated as his competitors. 
My father received the highest number of 
votes. The candidates named were voted 
for to fill a vacancy upon the bench oc- 
casioned by the death of Robert H. Mor- 
ris on the 234 of October, 18355. <A contest 
arose over the office, by reason of the fact 
that the Secretary of State had given no 
notice of the election in consequence of the 
death of Judge Morris having occurred so 
shortly before the day of the election. My 
father was declared by the Court of Ap- 
peals to have been duly elected, and he 
filled the office of a Supreme Court Justice 
until he took his seat as a member of the 
Court of Appeals on the ist of January, 
1860. 

The details that I have stated will be 
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made soon after the Subway opened, that 
what people smelled in it was simply the 
ordinary odors of drying concrete, com- 
plicated by paint and machinery oil, and 
that they would all disappear in time. 
That obviously is a view considerably too 
optimistic, but it really looks just now as 
if there was more than a little in it, and 
that such additional ventilation as longer 
experience may show the tunnel to need 
will not be either as difficult or as ex- 
pensive as has been prophesied. New York 
is a pretty breezy place, and it is safe to 
assume that with no great amount of help 
all the wind the tunnel needs can be per- 
suaded to enter it, 


—New Yorkers, we {maginé, are not 
deeply interested in the outcome of the 
present proceedings against the “ seeing- 
New York” automobiles, for a very large 
majority of the city’s residents are 
strangely and reprehensibly indifferent to 
New York’s historic sites and picturesque 
scenes and rarely take the trouble to make 
the rounds that every visitor finds either 
amusing or instructive. Indeed, the real New 
Yorker—that is, a man or woman who has 
been here more than a year or two—affects 
a lofty scorn of the free spectacles which 
the city supplies in such large numbers 
and in such excellent quality, and habitu- 
ally oscillates between up town and down 
town with eyes for nothing except a news- 
paper. The strangers who are always with 
us in large numbers have no reluctance to 
admit that the city and its inhabitants are 
worthy of their attention, and it is they, 
presumably, that have patronized ever more 
and more the vehicles which they find so 
convenient and the drivers of public cabs 
and carriages so inconvenient. They get a 
good deal of queer information from the 
raucous lecturers that accompany them, 
and they are the object’ of no little humor- 
ous comment from those to whom they have 
themselves become not the least interesting 
of New York sights, but they learn about 
the city in a day vastly more than any of 
the cabmen could teach them in months, 
and they learn it at much less expense 
than a few hours of unlectured riding would 
impose upon them. 80, as the “ seeing~- 
New York” automobiles never exceed the 
speed limits, there is no objection at all 
to them on the part of the mass of New 
Yorkers and such public sympathy as the 
case excites will be on their side. The 
cabmen have never attempted to endear 
themselves to their fellow-townsmen. Their 
purpose, apparently, has always been to 
get as much as possible for as little service 
as possible, and this policy has limited 
their employment to people under no obliga- 
tions to economize and to those whom an 
unusual emergency has for the moment 
made regardless of expenditure. The indict- 
ment of the automobiles is composed of 
technicalities of the sort with which laymen 
have small patience, but of course the law 
is the law, and people who do a lucrative 
business in the public streets must obey

CONSUL AND THE TARIFF. 


Finds He Must Pay Duty on Gorgeous 
Uniforms and Helmet. 


His Britannic Majesty’s Consul at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, W. B. Churchward, 
must pay duty on several gorgeous Con- 
sular uniforms and a helmet, according to 
a decision handed down yesterday by the 
Board of United States General Appraisers. 

The value of the uniforms does not ap- 
pear, but the facts as recited by General 
Appraiser De Vries are that they did not 
arrive in San Juan simultaneously with Mr. 
Churchward, but were imported by him. 
The Collector at San Juan assessed them at 


various rates, much to the surprise of His 
Majesty’s Consul, who declared that they 
were free as Consular supplies. The Col- 
lector refused to give them up, however, 
until the duty was paid, so the Consul paid 
it under protest. 

Mr. De Vries points out that free entry 
Can only be allowed to articles sent by a 
foreign Government for its use to an agent 
in this country, by the State Department, 
and then only in the cases of Governments 
which permit free entry of supplies for 
American representatives. In this instance 
the State Department refused to consider 
Mr. Churchward's uniforms as Consular 
supplies.

President Roosevelt introduced the Ret, 
Mr. Wagner to the audience at the Lafay 
ette Opera House, where the meeting ws 
held under the auspices of the Young Mens 
Christian Association. 

“This is the first, and will be the onl\ 
time during my Presidency,” said M) 
Roosevelt, “that I shall ever introduce 
Speaker to an audience, and I am mon 
than glad to do it in this instance, becaus¢ 
if there is one book which I should like $ 
have read as a tract, and also, what fs n¢ 
invariably true of tracts, as an intérestin 
tract, by all our people, it is ‘The Simp} 
Life,’ written by Mr. Wagner. 

“Mr. Wagner has well brought out th 
great fundamental truth that the brutd 
arrogance of a rich man who looks dow 
upon a poor man because he {s poor, ani 
the brutal envy and hatred felt by a poor 
man toward a rich man merely because he 
is rich, are at bottom twin manifestations 
of the same vice. They are simply different, 
sides of the same shield. 

“No republic can permanently exist wher 
it becomes a republic of classes, where the 
man feels not the interest of the whole peo. 
ple, but the interest of the particular class 
to which he belongs, or fancies that he be- 
longs, as being of prime importance. In 
antiquity republics failed as they did be. 
cause they tended to become either a re; 
Public of a few who exploited the many or 
a republic of the many who plundered the 
few, and in either case, the end of the re« 
public was inevitable; just as much s0 in 
one case as in the other, and no more s6 ir, 
one case than in the other. 

“We can keep this Republic true to the 
principles of those who founded and of 
those who afterward preserved it; we can 
keep it a Republic at all only by remem- 
bering that we must live up to the theory 
of its founders, to the theory of treating 
each man on his worth as & man; neither 
holding it for or against him that he occu 
pies any particular station in life, so lon; 
as he does his duty fairly and well by hj 
fellows and by the Nation as a whole.”

Straightway he found him- 
self in a beautifully furnished drawing 
room, the magnificence of which dazzled 
him after his week of semi-starvation. Its 
warmth rendered him sleepy. Looking 
around, he found a Turkish boudoir at the 
rear of the drawing room, and, failing to 
realize the import of it all, but fully ap- 
preciating the luxury of the adventure, he 
stretched himself out on a divan and fell 
asleep, having previously wrapped himself 
in a Turkish rug. 

In the morning, much refreshed, Howard 


Watson awoke. After such a luxuricus 
couch he felt that a luxurious breakfast 
would not be amiss. The breakfast did not 
appear, rising through the floor, as he 
halt ex cted, so he searchei for the cining 
room. e found it on the right side of the 
hall and was surprised to nots that, al- 
though the table was laid, no food appeared 
thereon. 

When Howard Watson came to his senses 
again he was lying back in a chair in a 
Third Avenue restauraat, having partaken 
of a sumptuous repast. He suddenly real- 
ized that his pockets bulged, and upon 
investigation discovered that they, were full 


of table silver, marked “S. A. F. 

Then the memory of the overnight ad- 
venture rushed upon him, and, being 4 gen- 
tleman by birth, breeding. and education, 
he immediately came to the conclusion that 
he had been guilty of a _ crime. 

Straightway Howard Watson went to the 

lice of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
jon, and to them recounted these strange 
adventures. He was later arraigned in the 
Yorkville Police Court as a suspicious per- 
son and cast into a dungeon, while two de- 
tectives, named Sullivan and Kane, investi- 
gated his extraordinary tale.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY, 


Joseph Bernhardt Bloomingdale. 

Joseph Bernhardt Bloomingdale, one of 
the founders of the firm of Bloomingdale 
Brothers, died on Monday night at his resi- 
dence, 11 East Sixty-seventh Street. He 
was sixty-three years old, and had been 
suffering for several weeks with heart 
trouble. His death, however, was not ex- 
pected, and the end came suddenly. 

Mr. Bloomingdale was born in this city 
and was graduated from a Brooklyn col- 
legiate institute. Then he went West, and 
in 1860 established himself in business in 
California. Near the end of the sixties he 
returned to this city, and in 1870 formed a 
partnership with his brother, Lyman G.

Until recently Mr. Bloomingdale was 
President of the Hebrew Technical Insti- 
tute, and at the time of his death he was a 
Director of the institution. He was one of 
the founders of Barnard College. He was 
also a Director of the United States Sav- 
ings Bank and of the Union Exchange Na- 
tional Bank.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Reactionary; Call Money, 
2 1-2@4 Per Cent. 


Prices Recede Upon an Advance in the 
Money and Exchange Markets 
and Gold Exports. 


Yesterday’s market attested how much 
more important was the strength of the 
Exchange and the money markets on 
Monday than the rather too conspicuous 
strength of stocks, for the continuance 
of the same influences yesterday re- 
versed the rise of Monday, despite tac- 
tics similar to, those which have hereto- 
fore sufficed to stimulate business. 
There was no other unfavorable news to 
exaggerate the weight upon the market 
of gold exports and dearer money, but 
they did their work well enough alone. 
The contrast between the cheer in bank- 
ers’ parlors and the gloom of weak bulls 
watching pri@s shrink was marked. 
Bankers were cheerily reminding inquir- 
ers that 4 per cent. money was better 
for all than the abnormally depressed 
rates of the year hitherto. It would 
serve to take the fever out of specuwla- 
tion and check gold exports, without 
doing any harm to any substantial in- 
terest. Commercial borrowers and appli- 
cants for time loans would not be dis- 
commoded by rates to which even the 
speculative community would quickly 
accommodate itself. This accustomed 
reasoning brought no cheer to mar- 
gin speculators. Some thought they 
detected a willingness to allow price’ for 
shares to relapse now that so many bond 
issues have been placed. Others thought 
that a 4 per cent. money market meant 
occasional intervals at higher figures, 
perhaps even with touches of scarcity. 
The moderate totals of actual gold ex- 
ports were thought to have possibilities 
of enlargement through payment for the 
large imports from Japan telegraphed 
from San Francisco, and _ possibly 
through remittance of the proceeds of 
the loan recently floated here. 

Under this conflict of opinions 
steels and electrics and tractions among 
other recent leaders were made active 
and strong in vain. They did not hold 
their own prices, still less did they serve 
to raise the list. Such flagrantly manip- 
ulated rises as those in Amalgamated, 
Sugar, and Pacific Mail were corrected 
with a free hand, and even the standard 
trunk lines and Pacifics fell with the 
others. The reaction was hardly over a 
point on an average, and like the 4 per 
cent, money market received its power 
for harm mostly from its rarity. The ef- 
fect certainly was disproportionate to a 
reaction so decidedly speculative, with- 
out intrinsic justification.

ADVANCE IN CALL RATES. 


Money Loans at 4 Per Cent., Following, 
Further Gold Exports. 


Call money. yesierday rose to 4 per cent., 
and a generally firmer tone was noted in 
the time money market. At the same time 
announcement was made of further gold 
éxports to Europe and to South America 
bringing the total to go out up to 
$2,500,000. In banking circles the opinion 
was expressed that further advances in 
time money were probable. When the rate 
on the Stcck oe reached 4 per cent. 
large amounts were sent in by banks, the 
National City Bz vd among others loaning 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. The raie 
at the close receded to 3 per cent., it being 
said that some of the money that loaned 
at the latter rate was supplied by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. The continued gold exports 
were doubtless largely responsible for the 
change in the monetary situation. The 
amount in gold bars to be sent by Lazard — 
Fréres to Paris was increased to $1,250,000, 
and it was announced that Goldman, Sachs 
& Co. would send about $800,000 in coin to 


Berlin. The same firm is to make a ship- 

ment of $500,000 to Argentina. Demand 
sterling sold as high as $4.8730, and closed 
15 points below that figure. 

One of the reasons suggested for the in- 
crease in the call rate apart from gold ex- 
ports was that arrangements necessitated 
by the bond issues of the past few days 
included the calling of a considerable 
amount of money by several of the banks, 
with the result that borrowers had to find 
accommodation elsewhere. 

The announcement from Washington that 
the permission of the Treasury Department 

had been secured for the transfer of $600,- 
000 from New York to San Francisco was 
the cause of some speculation as to the 
purpese of the transfer. The movement 
of late has been in the opposite direction. 
One suggestion was that provision was be- 
ing mace for shipments of gold to Japan.

POISON CONSPIRACY CHARGED 


Detectives Say Wholesale Killing of 
Strike Breakers Was Planned — 
Weakley Murder Case Arrests. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 22.—Following a third 
attempt to dynamite the brass and iron 
foundry at Newport, Ky., to-day, the Cin- 
cinnati Founders’ Association armed all the 
employes there with repeating rifles before 
the men quit work, and the gravest fears 
are entertained of a clash to-night. 

The plant is inclosed by a _ twelve-foot 
fence, and the non-union mer™tive within 
this stockade. 

Just previous to the arming of the men 
the Cincinnati underwriters notified the 
company that its policies would be imme- 
diately canceled unless better arrangements 
were made to protect the property. 

The explosion to-day was caused by dyna- 
mite, and considerable damage was done 
to one of the buildings. 

Dynamite also was found in a mold at 
the Eureka founry, this city. Soon after- 
ward a warrant was issued for Fred Rau- 
hauser, aged twenty, a molder’s appren- 
tice, and it is said that when arrested hoe 
confessed his participation in the plot, 
gave the names of fellow-conspirators, and 
told where the dynamite cartridges were 
purchased. It is also asserted that he ad- 
mitted receiving $100 to place the dynamite 
in the mold. 

Subsequently warrants were also issued 
for the arrest of his father, F. L. Ran- 
hauser; Joseph F.' Valentine, President of 
the Iron Molders’ Union of North America; 
John Kook, a molder, and Joseph Hollo- 
well, an apprentice, These warrants were 
Sworn to by H. J. Gossiger, President of 
the Eureka Foundry Company, the charge 
at present being aiding and abetting in the 
malicious destruction of property. 

President Valentine is in Cleveland and 
not expected back before Thursday. Na- 
tional Secretary E. J. Denny of the Iron 
Molders said to-night that the charges were 
absurd. He said they simply showed that 
the foundry bosses were becoming desper- 
ate over the stubborn fight the molders 
were giving them. 

In connection with the arrest of Thomas 
Bracken, a union founder at Detroit last 
night for the alleged murder here Oct. 7 
of Samuel Weakley, a non-union foundry 
workman, who was shot while standing at 
a street corner, detectives to-day charge 
two plots against certain strikers, one for 
the murder of Weakley and the other for 
the poisoning of a number of non-union 
men who were stopping at a large boarding 
house. 

Officers have been sent to Detroit for 
Bracken, who came originally from Will- 
famstown, Ky. He has been under sur- 
veillance of detectives for over a month.

The assertion made by the detectives is 
that lots were drawn to decide who was 
to kill Weakley; that it fell to Patton to do 
the shooting, while Bracken was to take 
the revolver and throw it at the feet of the 
victim, and Trainor was to aid in the mur- 
derer’s escape. The object of the deed, the 
detectives say, was to frighten nog-union 
molders or strike-breakers from the city. 

The foundry workers of Cincinnati, Cov- 
ington, and Newport have been on strike 
the greater part of the year. Following re- 
peated disturbances the employers secured 
an injunction against interference with the 
new men, and several were arrestd for dis- 
regarding orders of the court, 

After the murder of Weakley, half a 
dozen detectives, disguised as workingmen, 
secured union cards and joined the strik- 
ers, in order to gather evidence. The de- 
tectives claim to have evidence involving a 
number of union molders, not only in the 
plot to kill Weakley, but also in the general 
plot to poison the non-union molders at 
the molders’ boarding house. It is de- 
clared that another non-union molder was 
to have been Killed the same night that 
Weakley was shot. Brown, a companion 
of Weakley, escaped by running into a 
store and hiding under the counter. 


LOST SUIT OVER BALKY MARE. 


The Jury. Favors Mr. Carman in Mr.

The legai battle over the mare which

terday in the Supreme Court when the jury 
that was hearing Reisinger’s suit returned 
a verdict in favor of Mr. Carman. The de- 
fense denied Mr. Reisinger’s assertion that 
the animal was balky On the other hand, 
it was contended that she was a prize win- 
ner and well worth the $500 which Mr. Reis- 
inger paid. They further alleged that the 
reason the mare balked after Mr. Reisinger } 
bought her was that Mr, Reisinger did not | 
know how to drive properly. 

The case has been in the courts ever 
since Mr. Reisinger purchased the mare in 
August, 1901. Both plaintiff and defendant 
are men of wealth and each spent thou- 
sands of dollars in the fight over the horse 
deal. 

The last day’s hearing was taken up 
largely with the testimony of Morris How- 
lett, the English whip, for Mr. Reisinger 
and of Aurel Batonyi, the Waldorf whip, 
for the defense. Mr. Batonyi declared that 
a man who drove a horse as Mr. Reisinger 
did would find the horse in ninety-five 


ceses out of a hundred balky. Mr. Car- 
man testified that he had never warranted 
the mare, and added that no man could 
honestly warrant a horse. 

The jury decided that Mr. Reisinger was 
not entitled to the $420 which he sued for, 
this being the difference between the price 
which he paid, $500, and the price at which 
he sold the mare later, $80. 


‘COOP AFIRE, TWO LOST. 


Roosters Perish Amid Great Excitement 
—Engines Busy Arriving. 


In a disastrous fire which occurred last 
night in East New York, the lives of two 
roosters were lost and the safety of thirty 
chickens imperilled. Three engine com- 
panies and Battalion Chief Richard Thomas 
hastened to the scene of the conflagration 
and, after a short but fierce fight against 
the flames, they appraised the damage to 
Abraham Hopper’s hen coop, in the rear of 
his house at 420 Enfield Avenue, at $5. 

Policeman Wilson and two men managed 
to save all the chickens but the roosters, 
who persisted in sticking to. their posts 
until the last, and were swallowed up in | 
the flames. The other hero of the occasion 


was Theodore Kornoblis, who turned in an 
alarm after a bucket brigade had put out 
the fire. 

While the engines were dashing down 
Liberty Avenue a horse attached to a 
wagon took fright and bolted. Frank Step- 
pins, in attempting to stop him, was thrown 
and his leg was broken. 


HISTORICAL SOCIETY BANQUET. 


Charles Francis Adams Advises More 
Careful Selection of Material. 


Charles Francis Adams, President of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, in his 
address last night at Delmonico’s, before 
the members of the New York Historical 
Society, at their centennial banquet, advo- 
cated a radical change in methods of col- 
lecting material. Instead of saving every- 
thing old and possibly valuable, as,in the 
past, he advised that a quantity of mate- 
rial be thrown away, and only the very 
valuable and useful be retained for the 
benefit ef the future historian. 

Mr. Adams delivered the greetings of the 
oldest historical society in America to 


about three hundred members of the New 
York Historical Society, which was 100 
years old this week. 

Samuel Verplanck Hoffman, the Presi- 
dent, presided, and among the _ speakers 
were Acting Mayor Fornes, Dr. James H. 
Canfield, Librarian of Columbia University, 
and Robert H. Kelby.

AFTER BROOKLYN FIREBUG. 


Many Suspicious Blazes on Park Slope— 
Man Detained. 


A swarm of policemen in plain clothes 
was in the neighborhood of Sixth Avenue 
and Third Street, on the Park Slope of 
Brooklyn, last night, watching for the fire- 
bug whose operations in the past few weeks 
have terrorized apartment house dwellers 
there. In a short time there have been 
about a dozen fires in the neighborhood, 
and they are believed to have been started 
by.an incendiary. 

All of the fires have occurred within a 
radius of two blocks, from Sixth Avenue 
and Third Street, and nearly all have been 
set at the foot of dumwaiter shafts in 
apartment houses. The last of the series 
oF suspicious blazes occurred on Monday 
evening in the cellar of a four-story stone 
apartment house, at 432 Third Street, and 
caused about $6,000 damage. 

Late in the afternoon the police took to 
the station Enoch Edwards, twenty years 
old, of 69 Woodhull Street, who was for- 
merly employed as janitor of the house. 
About two months ago Edwards had a dis- 
agreement with the agent and was dis- 
charged. It appeared from statements made 
by the police last night that the only 
reason that they had for the detention of 
Edwards was that they had been told he 
was seen near the house shortly before the 
fire broke out. .This was vigorously denied 
by Edwards, who declared that he had not 
been there since Friday last. Despite his
